Summer of Cbmplete Rest 


A telegraph room was put into com¬ 
mission under the direction of Chief 
Operator Edward Smlthers. and the 
wires soon were busy with messages 
to and from the White House at 
Washington. The lines will be used 
only for official and confidential bus¬ 
iness. 

The President said he had no plans 
for the summer except to obtain the 
maximum amount of rest, quietness 
and recreation, with a minimum quan¬ 
tity of State business. 

The Federal express brought over 
from Washington a car full of horses. 
It la the expectation of the President 
to do some riding while on the North 
shore. 

The final establishment of the sum¬ 
mer capital In this city after several 
weeks of delay was a source of muoh 
gratification to the cltlxens of Beverly 
as well as those along the North shore 
of Massachusetts Bay. Even'thing 
possible will be done to make the 
President's visit here enioyable and 
beneficial. 

When the President first engaged the 
Stetson cottage last April, It was ex 
pected that he would be here by tbs 
first or middle of June. The two 
month's delay In bis arrival has been 
the source of much regret and has up 
set several plan* for his entertain¬ 
ment.

Washington. Aug. 7.—Letters of In¬ 
structions were forwarded to-day by 
the Treasury Department to Collectors 
of Customs containing regulations for 
their guidance In the administration of 
the Payne tariff act 

Special attention Is paid In the in¬ 
structions to Imports from the Phil¬ 
ippines which are provided for In the 
Philippine tariff law. Collectors have 
been instructed to admit all articles 
from those laUnds free of duty, except 
rice, until further notice. Collectors are 
required, however, to report to tho 
Treasury Department without delay all 
entries of sugar, tobacco and cigars, 
s<y that precise tab may be kept on 
such Importations. A perfect check Is 
required by the law to be maintained 
on thesf? articles, as their Importation 
from th« Philippines la limited by the 
terms of the law. Collectors in the 
Philippine* will report to the Treas¬ 
ury Department the amount of such ar¬ 
ticles shipped to tbfeUnltcd States and. 
In turn, the Treasury Department will 
check the amounts received In this 
country. 

The law limits the free entry Into 
this country' from the Philippines of 
sugar to 300.000 tons a year; filler to¬ 
bacco to 1.000.000 pounds a year; wrap¬ 
per tobacco to 300.000 pounds a year, 
and cigars to 150.000.000 a year. It Is 
not expected by Treasury officials that 
these amounts will be exceeded for a 
long time, perhaps several years. 

The acting Commissioner of Inter¬ 
nal Revenue has prepared a circular 
letter to revenue collectors respecting 
the removal under certain conditions 
of the tax on leaf tobacco. No change 
will take place In the tax on cigars 
until July "l, 1910. and Instructions re¬ 
specting It will not be Issued until 
shortly bofore that time. % 

Collection of the tax on corporations 
is lodged with the Commissioner of.In¬ 
ternal Revenue. Until the recently*ap- 
pointed commissioner/ Royal E. Cabell, 
of Richmond, Va.. shall assume the du¬ 
ties of his office, about September 1. 
little of anything will be done in prepa¬ 
ration for the work. The law re¬ 
quires that the corporations shall make 
their returns to th* bureau by January 
1. 1910. Fmm these returns the ^as¬ 
sessments of the t-ax will be made and 
the collection of the tax will begin on 
July 1 next.

WATER IS SAFE 


FIRST ANALYSIS MADE FROM 
UNSTERILIZED JUG. 


REPORT FROM . THE STATE 
CHEMICAL DEPARTMENT. 


WELL HAS BEEN REOPENED. 


Glasgow, Ky., Aug. 7.—(Special.]— [ 
A letter received to-day from the 
chemical department of the Agricul- 1 
tural Experimental 8Ut!on at Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky.. says: 

"The sample of water submitted by 
you and sent packed In ice, recelvod 
August 3. In excellent shape, for ex¬ 
amination. Our No. 449. label No. T. 
from the public well showed at the end 
of the first twenty-four hours only 
five colonies of bacteria per cubic cen- 
timater. at the end Of forty-eight hours 
only five colonies, at the end of seventy- 
two hours only six colonies of bacteria 
per cubic centimeter.’ All tests Indlf 
cate that this Is an excellent, whole¬ 
some water and about the best we have 
tested lately." 

A few days since sensational articles 
were sent out from Glasgow, pronounc¬ 
ing the public well at Glasgow as be¬ 
ing full of sewerage and typhoid germs 
This report was hosed upon a chem¬ 
ical test made by the Agricultural De¬ 
partment at LexlnrtQD, from a Jug of 
water which had been sent to Lexing¬ 
ton for that purpose. 

The jug In which this water wo* 
aent contained a piece 4if green corn¬ 
stalk stopper, which had been removed 
before the water was placed therein, 
but the Jug had not been sterilized and 
the chemist, in reporting that large 
quantities of bacteria had been found In 
tbs water, suggested that It was possi¬ 
ble that In view of the fact that the 
water had been sent In the Jug. which 
w*a* not cleansed, and th** wat*r not 
properly taken care of before the ex¬ 
amination would explain the presence 
of the typhoid germs therein, and the 


result of the examination of the water 
which was sent In a proper vessel, 
packed In Ice, shows that the theory 
of the chemist os to the cause of the 
large quantities of bacteria In the first 
Jug was correct. 

The analysis and report from the 
State Chemist to the fact that Glas¬ 
gow's famous well was free from ty¬ 
phoid germ* and sewerage and was 
pure and wholesome was received with 
a feeling of relief. 

This well was drilled five years ago. 
and mineral watj&r wga struck at a 
depth of 136 feet, and the water from 
this well ha* been used continuously 
slncp by the citizens of Glasgow and 
by visitors from all over the country, 
who have come to Glasgow for the pur¬ 
pose of drinking this water on account 
of lur medicinal qualities. Great care 
has been taffen to prevent this wate/ 
from becoming contaminated and an 
analysis Is made each year, so that 
there may be no mistake as to tho 
purity of the water. 

Everyone to-day Is rejolcln- that the 
well is once more being pumped nnd 
the citizens being refreshed and made 
more healthy thereby.

must be considered in assessing the de¬ 
scendant’s mental condition. 

He summed up Thaw'a family history 
with the declaration that when a mem¬ 
ber ''broke, he or she broke in their 
weak spot—the mind. Under strain 
they developed Imbecility or epilepsy 

"Let me paint out now that the whole 
Thaw family manifested what might be 
called peculiarity. From such a stock 
the average man of the world would 
say, without any assistance from alien¬ 
ists: ’Well, you would get a pretty 

rickety sort of a child out of that fam¬ 
ily.' " 


Merrill Woman's Story. 


Susie Merrill's story of receiving large 
sums of money from Thaw's attorneys 
and his living at her house with vari¬ 
ous women, the District Attorney said, 
was unrefuted. Here Mr Jerome laid 
down hla notes and recited from mem¬ 
ory various wild acts of the prisoner, 
testlfled to at the former trials. HU 
alleged attempts at suicide In Paris and 
his proposition to commit suicide with 
his wife In New York were held up par¬ 
ticularly as evidence of a diseased 
mind. 

"No normal mind would want a wife 
to tell the terrible story Evelyn Thaw’ 
told on the stand." asserted Jerome. 

While the District Attorney spoke 
Mrs. Thaw read a magazine Once sh® 
leaned over and made a suggestion to 
Mr. Morschauser, which the latter noted 
down. 

Thaw's love of the dramatic was 
pointed out by Mr. Jerome as a strong 
characteristic of his alleged mania. It 
received Its strongest Illustration In the 
shooting of White, said Jerome The 
District Attorney declared that he 
placed IKtIe reliance In the testimony 
of Dr. Britton D. Evans. Thaw’s chief 
alienist, and asked the court to disre¬ 
gard It. 


Insanity Apparent. 


"If a person had come In here from 
Mars," continued the prosecutor, "and 
seen Thaw on the stand, he would have 
realized something was the matter with 
him. It was unwholesome, it was un¬ 
canny. I call’your attention to his at¬ 
titude toward his act. A man of sound 
mind would have said: "Yes. I killed 
him. but he did a great wrong to the 
woman I loved, and I hated him. It 
was wrong. I know.’ " 

Jerome’s voice rose for the first time. 
Mrs. Thaw laid down her magazine and 
she and the prisoner and his counsel 
held a whispered conference. The Dls-’ 
trlct Attorney went on; 

"The situation Is about this: Here 
Is a man whom heredity has proven to 
be bad; he Is a man whose childhood 
wus that of a highly nervous sort. We 
And him nuirrylng this girl, and there 
was nothing after tho marriage to ex¬ 
cite his Jealousy. We see him pursuing 
this idea of Injury to young American 
girls." 

Referring to Mrs. Thaw's attack on 
him In "The Secret Unveiled," Jerome 
said; 

"We see In this pamphlet the same 
color that runs all through the son’s 
behavior. 

"It seems to mo U would got be safe 
to turn this man loose until there had 
been ample opportunity to submit him 
to medical examination from day to 
day for a long period." 

Jerome finished his summing up at 
11 35 o'clock, rthe court having of¬ 


fered no objection to the length of his 
speech.

Mr. Morschauser. for Thaw, be¬ 
gan by urging the court to consider 
only the evidence produced In the pres¬ 
ent proceedings and disregard Tlmw’s 
condition prior to, during, or Just aft¬ 
er the homicide. He dwelt upon the 
testimony of his own alienists and at- 
that of the opposing experts. 
Ily Dr. Baker s. 

Thaw had had a latent trace of 
Insanity, he said, the "horrors" of Mat- 
te&wan would have made It evident 
fncldents of Thaw's early life were 
grossly exaggerated at the trials, he 
said, to show insanity. A similar re¬ 
sult might be achieved with the boy- 
hoc*! pranks of any man. 

Mr. Morschauser explained the ex¬ 
citement created in a London hospital 
by Thaw's demand for Ice as follows. 

"Mr. Thaw was simply ahead of the 
English. Your Honor remembers how 
when, as boys, we had a fever, they 
would not give us any Ice or cold 
water. Well, the people In that hos¬ 
pital had the same Idea" 

He declared that, although the de¬ 
fendant's life was rak*d for Incidents 
to prove his Insanity at the trials, 
there was a period of fourteen years 
during which no erratic acts were in 
evidence. 


Recess Is Taken. 


At 12:30 Morschauser said he would 
take at least an hour longer and Jus¬ 
tice Mills ordered reccsa until 1:30. 

Ctfhtlnulng his argument after recess, 
Mr Morschauser said: 

"Ev»n with the life she brought him. 
Mr Thaw was willing to take 
Evelyn Nesbit and bring her 
home, feeling that If this man 
had not destroyed that which Is sacred 
to every girl he might be happy. With 
this before him every day and every 
night he started out to wr**ak his ven¬ 
geance on this man and sought to break 
up that den and destroy forever their 
power to wreck and ruin the lives of 
girls. 

"Mr. Thaw appealed to District At¬ 
torney Jerome. The District Attorney 
admitted the existence of such places, 
and If he had used the energy* in 
rooting them out that ho has In hound¬ 
ing this young man. this crime would 
never have been committed." 

Mr. Morschauser criticised 8u*le 
Merrill and Clifford W. Hart ridge. 
Thaw's former attorney, who is suins 
Mrs. Mary Thaw for 3100.000, 370.000 of 
tvhich he says was expended by hlrn 
on matters connected with her son's 
case Mr. Mprschauser asked why 
Hartrldge failed to support his testi¬ 
mony by producing the record of 
moneys he alleged he had paid to Mrs. 
Merrill. Such a book, said Mors¬ 
chauser. would be of great une in 
Hartrtdge's own suit, If It existed.

Reports reaching headquarters are that 
the movement 1 * not formidable or rep¬ 
resentative of uffnajorlty of the grow¬ 
ers of Pendleton county. Officials of 
the Burley Tobacco Society say that 
whether or not the sentiment of that 
county is with the new' pool, the Burley 
Society has no cause for concern. They 
declare that the Equity leaders have 
neither the organization, equipment, re¬ 
courses nor even authority for a pool 
and that any efforts to this end will 
fail, and temporary support soon be 
enlisted with the Burley Society. They 
predict early abandonment of the op 
position, and a complete restoration of 
harmony among the growers before Oc¬ 
tober.

Claim of $75,000. 


On Tuesday the sale of 4,200 hogs¬ 
heads of tobacco that up independent 
pool bought last winter and failed to 
lake was completed at tho warehouses 
of the Burley Tobacco Society h«-re. 
Final calculations have not been nntdor 
but although the tobacco was hudly 
funked from long storage, the price 
per pound fell below the price orig¬ 
inally bid (17 cents) by only about one 
and three-quarter cents. This Will 
make Jhe amount Involved in the suit 
for breach of contract which the Bur¬ 
ley Society Is prosecuting against the 
Independents approximately $75,000.

Talking with a foreman the 
other day I asked him If he could get 
all the labor he wanted and n«? said he 
could and more. There were several 
hundred men, he said, anxious to go to 
work at that wage, but he could not use 
tbrm. I thou asked tf any of hi* laborers 
were schoolboys, and he informed me 
that about cne out of every ten were 
young boys out of school on vacation, 
and further, that there were also some 
teachers working on the road Just like 
the other hands. 

Still more surprising was meeting some 
young ladles who stand up nretty well 
In such society as Bomngin has. working 
In the field# One morning while out 
from town pome distance I ran across it 
number of them working with the wom¬ 
en «*f the humNcr classes and seeming¬ 
ly enjoying It. To my good-morning they 
returned the same courteous response and 
then went on with their work In the most 
natural way possible Samar, its said, 
may not be a Paradise, but this spirit 
on the part of Its pecple Is going to make 
It a pretty fair place to live In.

NOT SO FORTUNATE. 


GREAT INGENUITY IN PLOTS. 


The shadow thut falls across the path 
of Czars may extend the world round 
Whe.rover the ruler of all the Russia.- 
may happen to be, there ths shadow 
of fear lies. * * 

Perhaps no place Is safer In all the 
world than English waters, whither he 
has arranged to sail to meet King Ed¬ 
ward during Cowes week, yet ho Is 
never sure, and watching eyes will be 
all about him during every hour, night 
and day, says Cassell's Saturday Jour¬ 
nal. 

It 1 m neceasary, the watchfulness, for 
there Is tins to rememb*r^-of all the 
rulers of Russia only three have died 
In the ordinary way! 

The shadow has never left the houae 
of the Romanoffs nor the fear of It 
the heads of the house. It Is firmly 
believed in Russia to-day that Alex¬ 
ander L did not die as was said In 
Taganrog that December day In 1820. 
Immediately after his death announce¬ 
ment a hermit settled in Tomsk. He 
was a mysterious man. came none knew 
whither, never speaking of his past. 
But sure It Is thkt Alexander II. went 
to the little house of the hermit on a 
visit, and afterwards Nicholas, too. was 
there praying silently at the hermit s 
grave. And the hermit maybe was the 
Czar, who stole away as a thief in the 
night from his palace and the Shadow 
to lone SlberlA—and its peace! 

Once In Paris, once in the palace 
gardens. Alexander II. was fired at. 
Again. In the Winter Palace Square 
one SoJorieff, wearing the uniform of 
an official. passed the guards on* day 
and again the Czar was fired upon. 
Alexander ran for Lhe palao* Soloriefif 
followed him and fired three times. The 
Czar ran In zlg*ag*. however, and so 
escaped. Not long afterward two mines 
were laid to blow up the imperial train. 
On# did not explode, but the second 
wrecked the train. Once more the Czar 
escaped. The watching eye* nad saved 
him. their owners having persuaded the 
ruler to take another train! 

Later. Alexander II. owad hla life to 
the fact that he came late U> a func¬ 
tion at the palace. A bomb blew clean 
out a large portion of the Imperial resi¬ 
dence, but the Czar was not present. 

• • • 

The Little Provision Shop. 


But of all the attempts on the lives 
of Russia's rulers two stand out most 
clearly for their amazing ingenuity. 
One tell* the story of a little unpre¬ 
tentious shop in Malaja Sadovaja 
street Kobozeff, then unknown to the 
police, toofc the shop and set out to 
impress the police —who were always 
making sudden inspections of premises 
along the thoroughfares through which 
Alexander II. passed—that he was 
nothing but a provision dealer. Near¬ 
ly ever>onc In that street was a paid 
spy, but Kobozeff joked with his cus¬ 
tomers. pleased his purveyors, and was 
most affable and apparently harmless. 

The dealer Inspired confidence—and 
his custom Increased gradually; No 
wonder! For moat of the parcels that 
jola customers were carrying away by 
day contained nothing hut earth—earth 
that during the night hours had been 
scraped by the man and his wife from 
beneath the street. It was by such In¬ 
genious method that a tunnel was hol¬ 
lowed and cleared under the thorough¬ 
fare, andV mine laid beneath the way 
the Czar often passed, an Innocent 
couch upon which the housewife slept 
covering tho entry to the tunnel. 

Yet all the work was useless. On 
the day the scheme was to be carried 
out the Czar upset all the arrangements 
by going off to lunch with the Grand 
Duchess Catherine Mlchaelovna. 

• • • 

Pretty Girl In Conspiracy. 


Among those who were watching on 
behalf of the Terrorists was a beautiful 
girl—a countess, too—named Perovska- 
ya. It was she who, seeing the alter¬ 
ed arrangements, gave warning. The 
Czar would return to the palace anoth¬ 
er way. Along thl* route rout men car¬ 
rying bombs were stationed One threw 
his. Men and horse* were killed all 
around, but the Czar stepped from Ms 
coach unscathed! A second man hold¬ 
ing a bomb came forward and threw It. 
"This time the effect Was awful." says 
Waclaw Oaslorowskl, who describes the 
Incident In Ms book. "Tragic Russia." 
"The Czar fell as If cut by a scythe, his 
legs were shattered to pieces." So died 
the Czar who had escaped as by a 
miracle many times. 

Alexander III. followed, and there 
were at least four attempts upon hls 
life. The fourth was one of the most 
sensational In the entire list of Nihilist 
plots. 

On a bright autumn day the Imperial 
train traveled at full -peed on the track, 
well guarded by soldiers It was to¬ 
ward noon. The Imperial family were 
In the dining-car. where lunch was 
about to be served. The cook and Ms 
help were making the last preparations 
for It when an assistant was taken 111. 

The court physician attended the 
man, and having stated that he had fe¬ 
ver, with symptoms of some Inexplic¬ 
able ailment, decided that the man 
could not remain In the imperial train, 
and he was left at the next station.

MAKES CHARGES AGAINST SEV¬ 
ERAL YOUNG OFFICERS 

DAUGHTER TO TAKE STAND. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 7—The navy 
board of Inquiry which is Investigating 
the death of Lieut. James N. Sutton, 
of tho Marine Corps, to-day held a two- 
hour session behind dosed doors ond 
adjourned until Monday, when, it was 
announced, the hearing will ugalu be 
thrown open to the public. 

The secret session to day Was l’or the 
purpose of examining Mrs button, 
mother of Lieut. Sutton, In regard to 
tho content* of several letters about 
her son's death which she wrote to Col. 
Charles A. Doyen, senior officer of the 
Marine Corps, at the Naval Academy, 
and others, and which the board ruled 
yesterday should be admitted In evi¬ 
dence. but should not he read In open 
court. 

Ma.I. I^onnrd. the Judge Advocate, 
had not finished interrogating Mrs. Sut¬ 
ton In regard to the letters when the 
adjournment wan taken to-day, It was 
said, and the answer to her own urgent 
request that the examination be con¬ 
tinued publicly on Monday and the con¬ 
tents of the letters, for the most part, 
be made known at that time was not 
determined. 

Commander Hood, presiding officer of 
the hoard,/ enjoined oil the Interested 
persons tofday not to discuss the letters 
out of court. It Is known, however, 
that they contain bitter and pointed 
ailogaitlons against some of the young 
officers of the Marine Corps who are 
now appearing as defendants in tlio 
case 

Besides Mrs. Sutton, her daughter. 
Mrs Rose Sutton Parker, of St Paul, 
remains to be examined os a witness. I 
Mrs Parker's testimony promises to be , 
somewhat sensational. She Is expect-■ 
ed to tell the results of her personal In-1 
vestlgatlon* of her brother's death, and 
relate pertinent conversations with 
some of the young officers of the Marine 
Corps, who now stand before the court 
as accused by her and her mother of 
complicity In the shooting of October 
13, 1907, when Lieut. Sutton wen killed, 
or killed himself, a.** the former board 
of Inquiry determined. 

The Inquiry is expected to Inst until 
near the end of next week.

He has had another talk with Director 
Durand, of the bureau here, and that 
all-powerful official informed him that 
the men to be named ac supervisors 
must have certain qualifications—sofne 
of them pretty high considering the Job 
pays so little and docs not lost a great 
while. 

Here are some of the requirements: 

Applicants must not be over sixty 
years of age. 

They must be active In their move¬ 
ment* and show evidence of being In 
good health. 

Men of good business ability are 
wanted regardless of what pull they 
may have politically in their bailiwicks. 

It Is hlgntly important to have sup¬ 
ervisors who reside near the central 
portion of the district they will super¬ 
vise.

Age a Factor. 


Senator Bradley had picked out sev 
eral well-known N men of ability who 
fAll ehort of the requirements on ac¬ 
count of age and locality. 

The highest pay a supervisor will get 
Is only about $1,750. and that will bo 
in the Louisville district, the topnotch 
one. The others In Kentucky will re¬ 
ceive loss. The supervisors are also 
allowed about $600 for clerk hire. 

Director Durand's reason for not ap¬ 
pointing men over sixty is that when 
the last census was taken seventeen of 
the supervisors died while the work 
wa* going on, and the records show 
that they were all over sixty years of 
age.

AUTOMATIC 


NEWS VENDERS BEING PLACED 
ABOARD CARS. 


Passengers May Secure Favorite Pa¬ 
pers By Depositing Pennies 
In Slot Machines. 


One of the most wonderful Inventions 
of the past few years Is the automatic 
news vender, which la to be Installed 
on the cars of the Louisville Railway 
Company next week. Although a me 
chonlcal device, it is almost human, 
and serves to supply passengers on 
the street cars with their favorite pa 
pers at all times. Louisville will enjoy 
the distinction of being the first city 
in the United States to have the ma¬ 
chine Installed in its street c/.ra, and 
the local men Interested In 4he com¬ 
pany owning and operating the ma¬ 
chine are exceedingly proud of the 
faoL 

Under the direction of R. R. Smith, 
general manager of the Louisville Rail¬ 
way Company, the cars aro now being 
equipped with the automatic news 
venders. The machine has bf«n t€*sted 
on one of the cars, and It will be put 
In operation in the next day or two, 
probably Tuesday or Wednesday. T. 
J. Ml nary, president of the Louisville 
Railway Company, and General Man¬ 
ager Smith both recognise that this 
method of distributing newspaper* will 
be a great convenience to thetr patrons 
and one they will appreciate. When 
the worth of the machine was domon 
strated both Mr. M!n<try and Mr. Smith 
consented to Us Installation on the 
lines and cars of the company they 
represent. 

Louisville people, business men and 
capitalists, are the principal stockhold¬ 
ers and officers of the company which 
owns the distributing rights of the ma 
chine for this territory. The concern !s 
knSwn us the Louisville Automatic 
News Distributing Company. The offi¬ 
cers are Charles H. Shield, president; 
A. P. Barnard, rice president; George 
G. Fetter, treasurer, and Louis J. Lltt 
mar. secretary. 

Those who* have seen the machine 
In operation regard It ns one of the 
moat wonderful pieces of mechanism 
they have ever seen. It Is a simple 
thing to look upon, but It Is neverthe 
less one of the most intricate bits of 
machinery ever devised by an inventor. 

When the machine Is installed it will 
only be necessary for the passenger 
who wants a newspaper to drop one or 
two or three cents, whatever the price 
of th« paper may be, In the slot, touch 
a button, and they will recelvo their 
paper. If the passenger has not the 
right change, then it w’lll be necessary 
to drop a nickel In the slot and the pa¬ 
per nnd correct change will be forth- 
«'.*m1ng at once. Passengers on street 
cars anxious to get the dally papers 
will In a comparatively short time ex¬ 
perience little difficulty In getting both 
the morning and evening paper at their 
convenience. 

TUNNEL THROUGH ANDES 

IS NEARLY COMPLETED. 


Santiago, De Chile, Aug., 7.—The work 
of piercing the Andes mountains with 
a tunnel on the new railroad now build¬ 
ing from Arlca. Chile, to La Pax. Bo¬ 
livia, is progressing rapidly, and It Is 
now believed that train* will be able 
to pass through by the first of next 
year. 

The tunnel, which will be five mile* 
long, will be the highest In tho world, 
piercing the Andes 12.000 feet above sea 
level. Seven hundred men are em-

After regretting that 
the government offer of mediation had 
not been accepted, the proclamation 
expresses tho hope that the leaders 
themselves would settle all differences.

first place. Cosgrave and Merhoff bumped 
together at about the three-quarters and 
the Judges held that the little Canadian

and therefore to blame 
Tha senior eight championship was one 
of the hardest-fought races In the history 
of the association. There was never a 
full boat's length between the three lead¬ 
ing sheila throughout the mile and a 
quarter of the race Minnesota spurted 
at the start and held a short lead for 
about an eighth of a mile New York, 
the Argonauts « id Detroit then passed 
the Western crew and them* three shells 
fought for the lead from that point to 
the finish line Aa they passed the mile 
post the three shells were lapped, with 
Nrw York leading slightly Minnesota by 
that time had fallen two lengths to the 
rear of the leaden*, with the Wyandotte 
crew several lengths behind them.

celebration of the newly-restored an¬ 
cient sport of Uncle Sam’s little Latin 
ward. Haughty dons and distingue 
“caballeros” (gentlemen) are arriving 
on horseback and in ”coches de lujo,” 
carriages of luxury; **guajlres” (the 
peasants) trudge In on foot to see the 
famous cocks In bloody, deadly com¬ 
bat. Baseball is dear to the American 
heart, but our wildest fan s enthusiasm 
is inlld us compared with the Cuban’s 
excitement over the prise rooster* in 
long lines of small wooden coops at 
tho entrance, awaiting battle. A m*m> 
arable day! We are to witness the 
new Republic’s first Sunday celebration 
throughout the Island of the licensed 
cockfight. The Insignia of the last Go¬ 
me* presidential campaign banners 
were the victorious cock surmounting 
the plow The farmer wus a winner, 
but the plow didn’t take, at least with 
many ’’liberals.” Gomel’s political 
champions, tho late battle-scared, not 
scarred, “IneurTectos,’’ were aroused to 
freniy by the promised cockfight re¬ 
vival. and the prospect of filling some 
of Its numerous official positions. In¬ 
spiring, Indeed, was the fight of a big. 
stout, coal-black negress leading Go- 
m«fi greatest campaign parade of 
black - and - white ’mlnguelistAs” 
through Havana’s streets.

"There are." he says, "four kinds of 
cockfights; ‘do pieo,* that without 
spurs; ’do curhllla,’ the fight with 
crescent-shaped kglf© spurs; ‘por peso/ 
the one by equal-weight birds and nat¬ 
ural spurs only, ’al roteja/ by sight 
measurement of the size of both birds, 
and spurs without scale weight; and 
‘tspadoa,* the ’go-lt-bllnd’ match of 
birds, sight unseen until loosed In the 
pIL I nob* the careful comparing and 
weighing of the fowls by their owners 
and the ’galleros’ or cockfight **ra. upon 
small, delicate scales. This, it Is ex¬ 
plained, Is to match the birds for battle 
ami afford betting points. After much 
rough-house in the pit. he loudly an¬ 
nounces the fights. The famous ’plntos 
de Pedrosa,’ Cuba’s greatest fighting 
cocks, are brought forth. Their breasts 
and limbs are relieved of feathers. Th* 
‘Judge* says this makes them lighter 
and enables them to strike harder, fie 
give* me some quiet sure tips on the 
bird*, by conscientiously following 
which I am later parted from some coin. 
Seventeen or more ‘generals’ appear as 
enthusiastic owners of the game cocks. 
This military display startles and mor¬ 
tifies me. Uncle Sam. In his entire 
eventful history, dares boast of but 
four—George Washington. Ul/kses S. 
Grant. William T. Sherman, and Phil 
H. Sheridan—yet here ln a single cock 
battle are seventeen full-fledged, able- 
b’generals.* Jf this ratio extends 
thrmighoutCuba. what a mighty galaxy 
of mllltaryVbleftains are here.

Their tails are closely 
trimmed to a triangular hatchet-llke 
shape; they have no combs; down the 
middle of the cock*’ backs are closely 
cropped swaths about two Inches 
wide. Their rear views present a bril¬ 
liant red tonsure, about an inch and a 
half in diameter. Their legs shine 
brightly, appearing to be.highly pol¬ 
ished with some artificial substance. 
After momentary rooster tactic*, pre¬ 
tense of unconcern, pecking at im¬ 
aginary food on the floor, and an in¬ 
stantaneous eyeing of each other, the 
furious battle with the crescent-shaped, 
sharp, steel spurs begins.

manity. Hastily bidding the "Judge* 
an affected "hataa luego" (hope we wilt 
meet again) and the "geneiMl*" tholr 
custorrary hooplta’lly, "My house U 
your own when In tho United Statea," 
we oontlnue our hot ride to San Juan 
Hill. There are probably 200 eeparato 
gambling cockfight exhibitions every 
Sunday thmghout Cuba.

T O carry the message of the church 
to the large number of city 
dwellers who do not attend 
chunfh and who are more or 
teas out of touch and sympathy with 
th© spirit and mothods of the avemge 
church, was the experiment tried last 
winter In Rochester. N. Y. Its inception 
and workings make an Interesting 
story. 

Th© author of the plan and th© leader 
In Its execution was the Rev. Paul 
Moore Strayer, pastor of the Third 
Presbyterian church. Mr Strayer’s j 
church Is located In East avenue, Roch¬ 
ester’s show residence street, equaled 
by few In the world In point of beauty ; 
and wealth of lawns and homes. The 
church’s congregation Is drawn from 
well-to-do homes. Many of Its pew - ! 
holders are wealthy. By location and 
in respect of the circumstances of its 
congregation. It carries to outsider* un¬ 
acquainted with its spirit th© Impres¬ 
sion of an aristocracy, in which the 
man In a cheap suit or the woman ip a 
calico gown might not feel at home. 

Mr Strayer had been and still is the 
fraternal delegate of the Rochester 
Ministerial Association in the central 
council of the trades unions of Roches¬ 
ter He had found among the repre¬ 
sentatives of the labor organlzatUrns 
and In their rank and file as well, not 
only marked indifference but actual 
hostility to the church. 

If those people would not rom« to the 
churches to hear their message and 
learn for themselves Its real spirit. Mr. 
fttraver thought H would be worth w hile 
to se© If the message could hot be 
taken to them In a w*ay to invlt© and 
command a hearing He consulted 
with many, both In the ministry and in 
the labor movement, and the outcome 
was a series of twenty meetings In th© 
largest theater In Rochester, called the 
People’s Sunday Evening, but common- 
ly abbreviated into the P. 8. E. With 
him In the planning, and associated 
with him In the ministry. **re pl ^> f 
Walter Rauschenbusch. of the Roches¬ 
ter Theological Seminary. <tnd th* Bev 
Dr. Henry H Stebblns. known us 
Rochester’s social missionary at-large 
These selected to counsel with and as¬ 
sist thorn, a committee of fourteen, 
striking in the diversity of Interests 
represented. 

The chairman of this committee had 
been a college professor and president, 
but Is now a successful manufacturer. 
The vie© chairman Is the business agent 
of a labor union. Th© secretary Is th© 
editor of a labor journal. The treaanrer 
U the general manager of one of Roch¬ 


ester's largest Industries Two of the 
committeemen are leading physicians; 
on© is president and the other was un¬ 
til* recently secret ary of th© Chamber 
of Commerce; one Is president of the 
central labor organization, representing 
13.000 unionized wage-earners; on© a 
paper jobber. Is also the most active 
civic worker in the city; one Is a small 
merchant and orvt Is the editor of on© 
of the dally newspapers 

Mr. Strajer’s church freed him for 
these twenty meetings an 1 1 at e I Us 
quartet. Friends In hlg eon\;rcs.*tlOrt 
voluntarily contributed nearly one- 
third of the exp erne. The meetings 
cost. In all. a little less than S1T-• 
apiece, for rental of theater; advertis¬ 
ing. programmes, music, and one other 
Item to be referred to later. Before a 
meeting w*us held, those not ku< wn to 
be contributors to any *huroh were so¬ 
licited for fund© until there was In 
hand enough to finance the sorios. pro¬ 
vided the theater audiences should con¬ 
tribute an average of $40 an evening 
The audience* did a little better Ua.* 
this, and the great bulk of their offer¬ 
ings was in pesr.nlov—often th? co lec¬ 
tion produced os many as 1 300 coin*. 
The only salaried person connected 
with the series, arlde from the orches¬ 
tra members, who wore Included In the 
theater rental, was a s©ere ary. w*ho 
charged for only half her time, al¬ 
though she gave It all. 

The meetings w«*re unconventional 
The orchestra played f -r half an hour 
before the curtain roso Min *terr, 
members of the committee and g jests 
occupied the front of the st.ig*.\ while 
behind them was maa>€*U a ohoru.** choir 
and to one sici© w’ore a ptnno and ihe 
quartet. In t-very way the endeavor 
was made to have the audience f©el a 
ecru© of perron*! participation In the 
meetings. 

The subjects trotted during the 
twenty meetings covered a wide range 
For lllustratlcn. on© night wav glv»*n 
over to a ditcuaslon of the public 
health of th*' city. Physician- told of 
the tight on tuberculosU and other dls 
eases, knd the heUth officer threw 
upon & screen plctuie* of loool bad 
tenement conditions. aocornpanyln z 
them with timely warnings. The prob¬ 
lem of unemrloyment occupied o e 
evening, the speakers being an unem¬ 
ployed man. who told of his search fo. 
work; a larg* employer, who told how 
difficult It vens to provide work In n 
time of business depreaslon, nnd a 
speaker who explained In detail Just 
what the organizations of betternenf 
In Rochester were doing to cope with 
destitution There wer© alw.« a diU>at • 
on what to do with th© saloon, between 
the attorney of the Gtarman-Ameil .'an 
alliance, who advocated more strlngen 
regulation, and former Gov. Glenn, of 
North Carolina, who recommended pm 
Mbit ton, two evenings of di*ru.«Mdon 
upon phases of eodahani, two evening- 
given over to explanations of the labot 


movement, two evenings to ph.is's of 
i school work, with pictures, and, Anally 
i4wo evenings of ©arrest, heart-to-hoari 
talk about th© church’s place and work 
In society, with urging to outsiders to 
get In nnd pu^h. 

One of the first things d’scovrred wa- 
that faith without works did nqt Im¬ 
press a congregation of non-church¬ 
goers. And so ,m employment bu~cai 
was opened This cons!

leave hia name, addr» *«*. claims and 
reference*. Where possible tht claims 
and references were Invo^tigaied. Em 
ploycr* were asked to draw oi th s 
waiting list* and ©cm were p«-rfuaded 
us a aoclal service to rmk- t*-.*nporxry 
work for especially needy applicants 
No charge was made by the burrau In 
all more titan 600 upplleat'oii* were 
registered, and more than 100 men 
were placid ut w«»rk. This er,u red 
j some paid help additional to the secre¬ 
tary, but th© expo*u»© was small. Out 
of this slmph plan a free ImcUlv© o- 
office for the* unempluyed Is now grow ¬ 
ing a movement to federate th© o io.fi 
ties of Rochester and f«»ciis all briter- 
1 ment nctlvltle* into a central clearing¬ 
house of information. 

Th** attendance was Inspiring and 
the Interest keen from Ui© beginning. 
Th© smallest audience on the stormiest 
I night was hirgrr. twice over, than th© 
average Sunday evening nuJIenee in 
any church of •'qual capacity In the 
! city; and on most occasions, people 
by hundreds were turned away. No 
way was found to measure oceurately 
the proportion of non-churrhgoer*. but 
careful estimate places It at 80 per 
cent. Th© total attendance exceeded 
80,000; the uumber of separate persons 
minister to ts reckoned ut 10.00a. 
Inspired by this examp*** a number of 
churches put new Interest into their 
evening services and gained In attend¬ 
ance. 8o far as known, tho attendance 
tn no church was depleted. The Min¬ 
isterial Association, at firs; undecided, 
at length Indorsed the P. 8 K. plum 
with ©mphaste and sent to the Anal 
meeting u representative on Its be¬ 
half to give greeting and testimony 
and to Invite non-churchgoers In the 
audience to connect thcrnselvo* with 
any church most convenient to them, 
on Invitation since accepted In a num¬ 
ber of Instances. 

In some respects the most hopeful 
thing about this series of theater serv¬ 
ice* was* the kern Interest and pride

One orf the labor leaders wrote: "Wo 
have demonstrated that men In differ¬ 
ent walk* of life can meet and net In 
the best Interests of the entire com¬ 
munity without trendin'* on anyone’s 
toes. Member* of our committee have 
become broader, more enlightened and 
more cjiarliabl© In their opinions, it 
has been demonstrated that a member 


of the pulpit can be a leader of men 
In all walks of life.’* 

Beginning frankly as an experiment, 
the Popple's Sunday Evening has so 
signally demonstrated its place and 
work in th© community that It Is to 
be continued and enlarged. The de¬ 
cision to this effect was unanimous 
among ministers and members of the 
advisory committee, and It was con- 
Iirm«*d with enthusiasm when sub¬ 
mitted to the Anal audience. More¬ 
over. os a means of keeping In touch 
during the summer, ministerial visits 
are to go on and there 1* to be at 
least on© reunion in the form of a pop¬ 
ular basket picnic tn a park. Later 
the hope la that a way may be found 
to cast this usefulness IntA a form 
of permanent organization, perhaps a 
league for social service.

The Play’s the Thing. 
Autumn's near approach brings the 
recrudescence of the annual dlecusslon 
of dramatic criticism, the manager be¬ 
ing arrayed upon one aide and the critic 
noon the other. In one of the midsum¬ 
mer magazines the author of a few 
plays, some of which failed to rears, 
speaks for the manager and playwright. 
He pours out his wrath upon the critics, 
dividing them Into two classes. "the 
Hee-Haws" and the "Retninlscents." 
The Hee-Haws are makers of epigrams, 
writers of satire, venders of sarcasm, 
self-exploiters, who "live without con¬ 
science and live without heart." They 
live also without books, insists their 
assailant. Soddenly ignorant of the 
history of the drama, of the laws gov¬ 
erning the construction of plays, 
equipped neither by temperament nor 
experience to sit In Judgment upon the 
player or the play, they earn a mis¬ 
erable livelihood by pandering to the 
public's appetite for humorous writing 
as meretricious as it Is malicious. 
They're a bad tot—parasites who suck 
away at the life blood of the producers 
of plays quite regardless of results. 
The “Rem Ini scents" are elderly critics 
who see nothing in the present that is 
equal to the past, who drool of actors 
who trod the boards three generations 
ago, and laud playwrights of old at the 
expense of better men who sre bidding 
for the American dollar to-day. Be¬ 
tween the fire of the Hee-Haws and tho 
Remlnlscenta the Ambitious producer 
and the able writer of plays has, in the 
opinion of the critic of the critics, a 
hard row to hoe. 

There ore critics good, bad and in¬ 
different. well equipped. 111 equipped 
and not equipped at all. But the point 
that most of those shivering lances 
against the braxen forehead of the de- 
famer of plays and writers of plays In¬ 
variably mlBs Is that there is a large 
self-willed public which has a mind 
of Its own. and which "wants what It 
wants when it wants It.'* 

The critic is neither omnipotent nor 
omnlscent. Sometimes the manager 
considers him so when he praises th<^ 
play, but really he Isn't and he knows 
it. He Is human and errs—sometimes 
when he is exceedingly young and ex¬ 
tremely ignorant he Is a Jackass and 
brays accordingly, and sometimes ho 
never grows out of his ignorance and 
never modulates his bray—but taken 
as a whole the critics would rather 
praise than "pan" what in managerial 
vernacular is culled a "Show." The 
Hee-Haws are not a majority, and 
ths RemintscontM are fow. Neither 
the dramatic editor who has the bud 
taste to write humorously rather thun 
informJngly and Justly, nor the elderly 
critic who does not regard "Miss inno¬ 
cence** as better than "A Midsummer 
Night's Dreum'* Is regarded as 
final authority by the playgoers. 
It is as Interesting matter rather 
than as Instruction to the Ignor¬ 
ant that the dramatic column uppeAla 
to the newspaper reader. If the critic 
Is difficult to please, the public Boon as¬ 
certains his standard and discounts his 
statements. If he is so great an op¬ 
timist as to see nothing but worthiness 
in every "dramatic offering," his read¬ 
ers soon learn to disregard him utterly 
The critic who carps continually and 
the fellow who seek* to draw attention 
to his own delightful cleverness, rather 
than to discuss the play Judicially, nra 
unsuited to their chosen field, but they 
do not damn the drama as utterly as 
the dramatists and managers would 
have us believe. 

The following dialogue, from a hu¬ 
morous Journal—delightfully humorous 
because of the words it puts In the 
manager's mouth—hits the bull's eye: 

*• *a play.* remarked the theatrical man¬ 
ager. ‘is like a cigar.' 

*• *What’s the unawer?* inquired the In¬ 
nocent reporter 

'If lt*a good,’ explained tho manager, 
•everyone wants a box, and If It's bad. 
no amount of pulling w!ll mako It draw.* " 
A poll of the critics would not show 
a vote in favor of Mr. George Cohan, 
us against any one of a dOx»n writers 
<ot plays who have won smaller meas- 
Iflanclal success. Yet pen can¬ 


not dislodge nor time wither his Murals 
aa a manufacturer of "shows" that are 
what the people want. The critics, and 
that part of the public which differs 
with the majority of scut-buyers us to 
the merit of Mr. Cohan as a playwright, 
and as to tho excellence of the leg 
work and head work of Mr. Cohan and 
his "Royal Fbmily" may take consola¬ 
tion from the statement of the late 
Henrik Ibsen that the minority Is al¬ 
ways right and the majority always 
wrong. They ure powerless to deflect 
the stream of gold from the pockets of 
the premier purveyor of noise and mad 
gayety to a public that knows what It 
wants and planks down its dollars 
when the commodity offered Is up to 
mark. 

Some critics of the drama should, of 
course, be "doing monologue turns" 
upon the vaudeville stage to get their 
humorous sayings out of their systems; 
others should be shelved because they 
see nothing good in their day und gen¬ 
eration. Still others—those whom the 
manager In his shortsightedness loves 
and honors and delights to subsidize— 
should be honest press agents instead 
of crooked critics. But the managerial 
eye should not be so Jaundiced as it is. 
The play's the thing. When it suits the 
public the public buys it, and if It Is 
good of its kind it finds a public that 
likes the kind, no matter whether It Is 
a reverberating Cohan comedy or some, 
thing with less volume of sound by 
Sheridan—*n Immortal tragedy by 
Shakespeare or an interminable mono¬ 
logue by Bernard Shaw. Criticism 
rarely kills merit and press agentry 
parading as criticism, rgrely serves to 
put props under mediocrity. /

Us 
statement showed s*»H*»ts tfj 1808 of 
$236,000,000. and the jasots have prob¬ 
ably increasd to about a quarter of a 
billion of dollars to-day. Four promi¬ 
nent metropollton life insurance com¬ 
panies In 1908 had a total income of 
$337,837,188. Allowing three hundred 
business days for the year, this means 
that these four companies alone pump¬ 
ed through the arterios of New York 
City's financial and business system 
lest year upwards of 11.126,000 overy 
day.

premiums In Kentucky last year was 
$7,376,822, and tho South Is now pay¬ 
ing out fur life Insurance about sixty 
mMHons of dollars annually. 

Kentucky should have a big life In¬ 
surance company. It is the first South¬ 
ern 8tnts to offer to policyholders the] 
gunrantee of a compulsory reserve de¬ 
posit liiw. The statute now in effect 
was enacted March 34, 1906. It provides 
that ‘Very domestic life insurance 
company must deposit with the State 
Treasurer for the security and benefit 
of all Its policyholders, an amount 
equal to or greater than the Ascer¬ 
tained net cash value of all such com¬ 
pany's policies in force. It Is worthy 
of note that the men who fought for 
this law were the managers of the 
Citizens Life Insurance Company and 
the same gentlemen who are now pro¬ 
moting the Citizens National Life.

Many Happy Returns. 

[Elizabethtown News ] 

To-mrrrow is the fortieth anniversary 
of the birth of the Elizabethtown News. 
It ciimp Into the world under most re¬ 
markable circumstances. Th-a town on 
that day was visited by the greatest con¬ 
flagration in its history. It was also born 
under the total eclipse of the mm on Aug- 
vet 7, 1W9. There Is but one person liv¬ 
ing now who wus connected with Its 
birth. He Is Mr T. J. Phillips, who was 
foreman of the office at the time it wus 
started, and who. on an old Washington 
hand press, had worked off the first side 
of the small sheet when the alarm of fire 
was given. Its founders are both dead 
and all of the individual owners and pro¬ 
prietors who preceded the present pub¬ 
lisher h*v* passed to the great beyond. 

The owners and editors were Capt. W. 
F. Bell and Judge Wesley* Matt his, Rich¬ 
ard Larue, Maj. Wtckllffe Chapman and 
Col. H M McCarty. 

The paper was statted by Capt W. F. 
bell and Judge Wesley Matthls. Ca.it. 
Bell was a gallant Confederate •oldler, 
serving with distinction. He was active 
In politics, was master commissioner of 
the court, an attorney-at-law, and was 
cashier Of the Banlc of Elisabethtown at 
the lime of Ms death. Judge Wesley 
Matthls was a lawyer and County Judge, 
and for many years, like hts partner, was 
prominent In the affairs Of the county. 
The News was a four-page, seven-column 
sheet us printed by them, publish wl 
weekly, at $2 per year. They owned an 1 
published the News for about three years 
ami sold It to Mr. Bichatd Larue. Lame 
devoted his whole time to the paper, 
made it an eight-page sheet and pur¬ 
chased a power pr«*«. He tarried quite a 
reputation as a bright writer. After a 
few years* publication, not realizing from 
tt what he thought he ought to, and get¬ 
ting tired of the work, he sold it to Mu). 
Wtckllffe Chapman. Chapmen was a 
cousin of J. Procter Knoll and was living 
at Frankfort when he bought the News 
and moved to Elizabethtown. He was u 
graceful writer and u hlgh-ciasM g.mlo- 
man, as were hts predecessors. He only 
published the paper for two years, when 
he sold out to the veteran newspat er 
man. Col. II. M McCarty. After Maj. 
Chapman sold out he returned to Frank¬ 
fort. and during Gov. Knott's administra¬ 
tion as Governor served as Assistant Ad¬ 
jutant General, lie married Mies Edith 
Gaither, of this county, Maj. Chapmin 
was the last of the former editors of the 
par**r to pass away. 

CoU McCarty was a man tn middle life 
when he purchased the News, but was 
then an experienced newspaper man. He 
reduced the subscription price to $1 50 per 
year and enlarged tin- paper to a uine- 
tttlumn folio a rid much Improved tha of- 
f^*. lie held a position In Washing on 
during the sessions of Congress and wrote 
very entertainingly to the News. He was 
made Assistant Secretary of State by Gov. 
Proctor Knott, and after his term estab¬ 
lished a But day paper In Paducah. He 
later bought the Jessamine Journal, and 
died while the owner of that paper. HU 
sen, Mr Horry McCarty, succeeded him 
in the publication of that sheet. 

The present editor and Maj. W. W. 
Anderson bought the Ncwh of Cot Mc¬ 
Carty In April. 1882, and in IS8S MuJ. An¬ 
derson. having secured a position as In¬ 
dian agent in Dakota, sold his half In¬ 
terest to his partner, and sln<?e thy time 
there has been no change In the manage 
ment. For more than twenty-seven yvar* 
the paper, under Ita present management, 
has steadily grown In strength and pop¬ 
ularity. Nearly four years ago, when the 
rural free delivery’ became an established 
Yact, It was changed from a twelve-page 
weekly to an eight-page semi-weekly, at 
$1 a year, and Us circulation te how four 
times as great as when it came Into our 
hards, and every department of tho busi¬ 
ness has kept pace with the circulation. 
What it has been able to accomplish for 
Elisabethtown and Hardin county is u 
matter of history and It is unnecessary 
to refer to It. 

It Is sufficient to say that on its fortieth 
arnlversary it is stronger than evrr be¬ 
fore and mote deeply entrenched tn the 
esteem and regard of Its patrons. There 
are but three merchants who were hire 
when the News was born who are now 
cngAged In but Inert. They nre Messrs. 
C. Hotopp. S. Goldnamer and R. L. Win- 
ttrtmlth.

Important Find.

Mr. Claude Chastuln brought to the 
News office Monday sorno teeth and 
bones of some animal, presumably a tnus- 
todon of a prehistoric age. The find, 
which is considered an Important one, wa* 
made on Mr. Chastain's farm, and the 
relics were disclosed by a heavy wash in 
a gully about six feet deep. 

There were several pieces of bone, one 
of which, apparently a leg bone, was over 
five Inches through. There wero also a 
number of teeth, some of which w»*re 
threw Inches across and entirely uni ke 
anything of the kind ever seen here be¬ 
fore. 

Mr. Chastain will try to um-arth the 
balance of the skeleton, and If successful 
a representative of tire .Smithsonian in¬ 
stitution will probsbly be sent here to ex¬ 
amine it. 


[London Tit-BUs] 

The tiny resort of Pnlgnton in Dev¬ 
onshire will, in August, revive a curious 
historical festival. Centuries ug > it 
was the custom tin-re to mako a huge 
pudding for distribution among th* 
poor. In later years, however, it was 
only made on the occasion of some im¬ 
portant event. On the conclusion of 
the Continental Wars, which ended with 
Waterloo, for instance, a pudding 
weighing a ton and a half was made 
and boiled in sections. It cost £62 10s. 
($262), and among the Ingredients were 
573 pounds of Hour, 191 pounds of 
bread, 332 pounds of raisins. 191 pounds 
of currants. 382 pounds of suet, 320 
lemons, 360 quarts of milk, 144 nut¬ 
megs. 85 pounds of sugar and a large 
number of eggs. 

In 1559 Paignton again distinguished 
Itself by making a Christmas pudding 
of similar weight, but since then those 
responsible have been satisfied with 
comparatively diminutive examples, av¬ 
eraging about 200 pounds each. 

■The latter, however, were merely 
made <or church bazars and festivals, 
and did not really constitute the famous 
Paignton pudding, which, according t > 
rule, is only made every fifty years. 
This year Is the fiftieth anniversary Oi 
the occasion when the pudding was last 
made In honor of the opening of the 
railway, 

A somewhat similar custom is ob¬ 
served at Denby Dale, near Hudders¬ 
field. where for over a hundred years 
the jnh&bitanu have baked large pies 
in commemoration of remarkable 
events. As far back as the recovery 
of George HI. tho practice prevailed, 
and another occasion was the con¬ 
clusion of peace between England and 
France In 1815, when the pie contained 
half a sheep, twenty fowrl* and half a 
sack of flour. To celebrate her late 
majesty's jubilee a pie was baked tn a 
dish weighing fifteen hundred weight. 
It w'as eight feet in dlamoter.Vwo feet 
in depth and the total weight was over 
t*-o tons. The cost was £250, and It 
was drawn by ten horses Unfortunately 
the pie when cut was found to be un¬ 
eatable, and another was made In the 
following September, wheu more than 
2,000 persons partook of It. 

HARVARD ELMS IN PERIL. 


SAVES LIVES AT 6R 

[Newport, R. 1., Special to New York 
World.) 

Ida Lewis, "the Grace Darling of 
America," who, from Lime Rock Light¬ 
house, off this harbor, had saved tho 
lives of eighteen persons, has added five 
more lives to her splendid record. 

Ida Lewis is 68 years old. and for 
thirty years has kept burning the light 
of Lime Rock, helping and succeeding 
her father. Capt. Hose a Wilson. 
Through angry seas sho has rawed to 
lift the drowning in her tossing boat; 
the American Congress and foreign so¬ 
cieties have decorated her with medals; 
all Newport honored her when ehe cel¬ 
ebrated her golden anniversary as an 
occupant of the lighthouse. 

A steamboat from New York, the 
Commonwealth, gave the aged lifesaver 
the opportunity she took so quickly. 
The Commonwealth raised so heavy a 
swell at Fall River that she upset 
a towboat from which a man was 
drowned, it is said. 

An hour later the Commonwealth 
rounded the south end of the torpedo 
station here, leaving and spreading a 
tumultuous wake. Up to that time the 
water had been as smooth as a sea 
of Ice. gnd five frolicking girls had 
ventured out on It In the moonlight 

The waves overturned their boat; in. 
stantly they were shrieking and strug¬ 
gling. Ida Lewis, from her eyrie at 
the south end of the island on a clus¬ 
ter of rocks, saw the girls* danger and 
jumped into her lifeboat, named like 
the first one, the Rescue. 

With a bravery and vigor remarkable 
In a woman of nearly three score and 
ten she rowed to the girls and one 
after another lifted them Into her boat. 
8ho would not tell their names; she 
described her feat most modestly.

die In five years The other trees In the 
yard sre attacked by the leopard moth. 
So grave is the situation Mutt a number 
of men have been at work for weeks to 
minimize the ravages of the leopard 
borer, but with little success 

George Howland Cox, chairman of the 
park commission, says that there are 
1,40) trees of different varieties In Cam¬ 
bridge either dead or dying, and he asks 
the Rstrd of Aldermen to appropriate 
$2,000 to remove those that are dead.

From June 1 to 
June 15 It would be easy enough to 
arrange with the bath department for 
the use of the city baths at stated 
hours, with the idea of teaching every 
scholar to float. If not to swim. Any 
person who has the courage to He back 
in the water with the head thrown 
back on the shoulders and with all 
muscles easily relaxed wlH find floating 
as * asy as sitting In a rocking chair 
And a child once taught how to float 
will never bo greatly In danger of 
drowning in a body of water where 
help is reasonably near.

BIGGEST LOG BUNGALOW.

With one hundred men hard at work 
the largpet log bungalow Is raptdly near¬ 
ing completion at Deal Beach. N J.. for 
the homecoming of George W. Young, a 
New York banker, and his bride, Mme. 
Nordic*. 

The Young estate is believed to be the 
Inrgest In Monmouth county, having a 
front two and one-half miles long, cover¬ 
ing as many square miles and accommo¬ 
dating without tho least embarrassment 
almost the entire eighteen-hole course 
of tho Deal Golf club, with its 480 mem¬ 
bers. largely New York business and pro¬ 
fessional men. 

It would be difficult to g!Ve a name to 
the form otf bungalow under construction 
for Mr. Young, but in Louisiana similar 
buildings are said to have the form of 
the Greek cross, the typ* of which was 
erected for the late Mr. Joseph Jefferson 
on his estate, on Orange Island. New 
Iberia. It also resembles somewhat a 
drawn bow and arrow. 

The waits are made of large oak logs 
with the bark left on the outside Inside 
the log posts will be generally carved, 
but the living room will he left in the 
rough. The general Inside floors and 
linings are of white pine, and all of the 
rooms will be plastered except the liv¬ 
ing room. Five huge double flrapl^** 
have been completed, made mit or Fort 
au Peek atone, h. stone which comes from 
a quarry in an ancient ocean bed, ap¬ 
parently a mixti re of lava and smooth 
worn pebbles, the lava being dark mo- 
taflee* color and the pebbles Wfsf.p- 
suiting In new and highly urtUtlc chim¬ 
ney designs.

shaded with rare exotic and Indigenous 
trees. To the west ts a vast flower gar¬ 
den and at proper distances are the 
many houses of employes. barns and 
garage* A huge Holland!* windmill sup¬ 
plies the estate with water, and this is 
supplemented by the municipal supply.

So Contends Louis Hite, Who | 
Takes An Appeal. 


ACTION DOES NCT CONCERN DI¬ 
VORCE JUDGMENT. 


UISXUUMENT PROVIDES $5,000 
AS ANNUAL ALIMONY. 


IN THE COURTS YESTERDAY. 


To the Kentucky Court of Appeal* 
Xroula Hite yeeterdav wan granted an 
appeal from the judgment secured 
-iKainxt him on July IS and In favor 
v»r his wife. Mr*. Mamie Hite. This ap¬ 
peal only concerns so much of the 
judgment In question as affirmed a 
contract of separation entered Into be¬ 
tween Mr. Hite and Mrs Hite on April 
13, 1903. It docs not and will not af- 
Yect In any way the other part of the 
Judgment by which Mr*. Hite was 
.'Trained a divorce from bed and board 
and by which th«* counter-claim and j 
cross-petition of Airs. Hite, who asked 
to r an absolute divorce, was dismissed. 

The contract cited contained the pro¬ 
visions that. In case the two separated, 
tho husband Would pay th** wife 16,000 
a year for the support of herself and 
their children, who were to go with 
her, and that he would exercise the 
provisions of his father's will, which 
left him a larg.- amount of property 
In trust, permitting him to bequeath 
It In Mrs. Hite’s favor. The attorneys 
for the defendant contend that the 
contract Is not enforclble from Its very 
terms and that It was not properly en¬ 
tered Into. The mater of attorneys* 
fees Mu gone over for a time and. 
likely /will await the disposition of the 
Appeal. 

The Hite divorce case, so far as tho 
local courts are concerned, was termi¬ 
nated on July 13. when Judge Shackel¬ 
ford Miller, First Chancery division, 
granted Mrs. Hite the divorce sho 
sought. The case has attracted much 
attention because of the prominence of 
the parties, the nature of the suit. Mrs. 
Hite having charged cruel treatment, 
and becaune of the defendant's defense. 
It has been In the courts for over four 
years. Both Mrs. Hite and Mr. Hite 
are Ir, Louisville at present. 

Work On Fair Switch To Stop. 

According to a temporary restraining 
order entered by Judge Samuel H. 
Kirby, Second Chancery division, yes¬ 
terday. the K and 1.

Held In Scotland Next June. 


The eight committees that are pre¬ 
paring the work of the Ecumenical 
Conference on Foreign Missions, to be 
held In Edinburg. Scotland, next June, 
aro combing the earth for information. 
Missionaries in every field under the 
sun report receiving inquiries In great 
number*, asking for Information on 
every possible aspect of their work. 

diligent are some of these commit¬ 
tees that Methodists In India have 
been compelled to designate one man 
to collect the data and forward to those 
who would make use of It for the con¬ 
ference. Never has anything so thor¬ 
ough been put through before In this 
line. 

Twenty years ago the first meeting 
of workers of the whole world. In the 
whole world, came together In old 
Exeter Hall, London. Protestant ef¬ 
forts were discussed at length. Some 
fow members of the Church of England 
and more of the Episcopal Church In 
America took part. In 1900 In New 
York a second conference was held. An 
*ffort of the first two meetings was 
to get as many people together as pos¬ 
sible. The result on the second occa¬ 
sion was a meeting of missionaries and 
other workers numbering about 3.000. 
They much Impressed New York at the 
time, hut were too numerous to make 
a study of missionary problems that 
was worth much to missions.

Mriny Great Churchts. 

The late rector of Grace Episcopal 
church New York, the Rev. Dr. Wil¬ 
liam R Huntington, helped to build up 
In that city one of many g-rvat 
churches, the size and activities of 
which are not realized by the general 
public. During a decade when the ques¬ 
tion lias been often asked If tho 
churches are falling, and especially If 
they hold their own on Manhattan is¬ 
land. there has been a growth In mem* 
beyfchlp and income in these groat or¬ 
ganizations, Presbyterian as well as 
Episcopal, that is astonishing. In that 
growth the down-town churches have 
shared, and none more conspicuously 
that the one at Tenth street and Broad¬ 
way. 

A decade ago there were fifteen 
churches In New York having above 
»me thousand members, and two of that 
number above two thousand. To-day 
th«.r«' are twenty-two above ono thou¬ 
sand members each, eight of them 


krnong them, comparts with the growth 
during the same period of the grsat 
commercial Institutions of the city. Ten 
years ago there were but eleven 
churches In New York having Incomes 
above $60,000 each per year, and only 
five with incomes exceeding $100,000 
each. This classification refers, of 
course, not k to the two great endowed 
corporation*, one Episcopal the other 
Reformed, but to gifts by people who 
wonihlp in the churches. To-day there 
are twenty-two churches enjoying In¬ 
comes exceeding $50,000 a year, eight 
of them Incomes «‘xceedlng $100,000 
a year. 

The only New York church outside 
of the Episcopal and without taking 
account of endowments that soars to 
big figures In kicofne I* the Fifth Ave¬ 
nue Presbyterian Leaders In btg In¬ 
comes are. however, the Episcopal, and 
the late Dr Huntington’s psrlsh was a 
leader In the latter list. The Income 
of Grace church last yeir, not Includ¬ 
ing $40,000 given the rector bemuse 
he hnd reached his seventieth birthday, 
was no I* ** a sum than $2*4,006. Bt. 
Bartholomew's and ct. Thomas parishes 
exceeded the $200,000 figure, counting 
In neither case «peclal gifts for re¬ 
building or other unusual purposes 
Hardly anything Is more striking in 
the finance of American Christianity 
than the steady growth of the incomes 
of these great religious corporations.

Some years the mot runs up to $45,- 
000. The Broadway Tabernacle Is 
maintained on somewhat less. The 
rest of these large sums is given to 
all sorts of causes In every part of 
the world. > The mission board* come 
In for generous portions, but no single 
church in New Y<*rk gives to no single 
hoard above $30,000 a year, nnd the rule 
Is about $15,018 Those who *-« k 
money for chanty go to New York 
after It. and at a time when some de¬ 
clare religion to be falling the wealthy 
men and women of that city are giv¬ 
ing money In sums the like of which 
the world never knew before. London 
Is the only other city that compares 
with ft Paris and Berlin do nothing 
remotely to comparo >vith It. 


Important Question Raised. 

The question Is being raised Just 
now whether It Is wise to encourage the 
growth of largn churches. No doubt 
thsre must bo some large churches, but 
there ore tn many cities at this time 
relatively large churches, ezp«*nslve to 
maintain and harder still to manage 
when they become pasiurless. Doss the 
large church do more effective work 
than the mo . ; -u* ,m-J ■! -1 pay, 


many laymen are asking, to bear all 
of the added burden of the large church 
over the small one. 

Not only Is Grace Episcopal church. 
New York, without a rector at this 
time, and the task of selecting a new 
rector a big ons. but conditions In 
three great Fifth-avenue churches In 
that city ar Q such as to make ( hrtstlan 
men pause and ask the question re¬ 
ferred to. The churches In question are 
St. Thomas Episcopal. St. Nicholas Re- 
formed and the Fifth-avenue Presby¬ 
terian. The first named has a rector, 
but I* without a church through the 
burning of its edifice four y»»ars ago. 
What to do about location Is the ques¬ 
tion. 

If St. Thomas were a small parish 
the matter could be decided, but It l* 
a foremost one In all America, and 
Its location is not an easy matter to 
determine. There Is $1,000,000 to spend, 
but the problem Is to know where to 
spend It, There Is no Intention of 
abandoning the field. The Episcopal sys. 
tem will not permit that, and there U 
no other place on Manhattan Inland 
which It would be permitted to go tu. 
It must rtzy in Its field or quit. But 
where ?

IfTithout Pastors. 

St. Nicholas church, the - oldest In 
New York, and the late Dr. John Hall’s 
church, one of the old Presbyterian 
churches of the city, are without pas¬ 
tors Conditions obtaining in both of 
them are peculiar at this time. Clergy¬ 
men who accepted their pastorates, 
either of them, enter upon one of the 
most difficult positions In the world. 
Heads of trust or insurance companies 
hardly compare with them. The prob¬ 
lems aro not down-town ones, such 
as obtain In Boston, nor are they prob¬ 
lems to be met with In any other city. 

The church that Is located on Fifth 
avenue. New York, and Is famous 
throughout the country, 1* both local 
and national. And therein He* a part 
t>f the difficulty of administering it. 
The other part lies In the requirement* 
demanded of the man who allows him¬ 
self to be placed at Its head. These 
requirements Involve spiritual leader¬ 
ship, and without It the pastor falls In 
his local work. They Involve financial 
ability, for no ordinary man can, even 
with ftble lav help, remain at the head 
of one of these modern rellglo-busl- 
noss establishments unless he possess 
executive and business gifts. And they 
Involve ability a* a preacher, for the 
public demands to hear not some as¬ 
sistant, but the pastor himself. All 
America goes to hear him when In New 
York. That Is, It does so If he Is an 
acceptable pulpiteer. If he be not, his 
pews are empty, and It Is Just for that 
reason that ono of tho two churchos 
mentioned ts now without a pastor! 

These groat preaching and religious 
business concern* have been built up 


presents of finding other giants to 
keep them going. The difficulty about 
finding such has led to the question 
whether It be wise to encourage In 
other parts of New York and In other 
cities the rearing of these gigantic 
plants, and the erection of, these great 
auditoriums, the filling of which on 
Sundays Is the test of success or fail¬ 
ure. The leaders at not a few of the 
resorts this summer are spending some 
part of their time discussing these 
problems, and they have not yet solved 
them. 


Presbyterian Progress. 

The progress of ihe Presbyterian 
Church In this country during the past 
year Is Just made public In figures. The 
financial Income of the denomination 
steadily Increases, and reached last 
year its high-water mark of $23,224,000. 
This Is a growth of almost $5,000,000 
during the last five years. The number 
of churches Jumped up In the statute* 
for 1907, owing to the coming In of the 
Cumberland body, but It fell back again 
by fully 1.000 the next year, (tartly be¬ 
cause some of the Cumberland organi¬ 
sations did not stay In. The number 
stands now at almost exactly 10,000. 

There was a like sudden growth In 
the number of members In 1907, and a 
corresponding decline However, the 
total now stands at 3.321,000. or a fair¬ 
ly steady growth of m per cent, per 
year This Is somewhat less than the 
population grow th fob the whole coun¬ 
try. There has been during the five 
years last post hardly any increase in 
gift* to missions at home, in spite of 
the fact that a vigorous home mission 
campaign has l»een carried on. Gifts 
to missions abroad have, however, gone 
forward by $315,000 during the period 
named. The Presbyterian missionary 
organizations are out of debt, but tltcy 
are so through efforts of their own. and 
not because of recent special cam¬ 
paigns. 


In 1901. The number of delegates ts 
fixed at 600. 200 of whom are allotted 
to Methodist bodies, six In number, on 
this side of the Atlantic. 

At the committee meeting, called to 
take action on tho holding of this fourth 
world conference, there waa a strong 
preference for St. Louis as the place, 
and that city would have been chosen 
had not the British and other European 
delegates expressly requested that a 
city be chosen for the place of assembly 
that U not too far from the Atlantic 
seaboard. It had been the wish, not 
alone of St Louis Methodists, but also 
of American Methodists as well, to 
show to European leaders some things 
that have been accomplished by Meth¬ 
odists In the Middle West. 

Headquarters for this great gather¬ 
ing have Just been opened In Now 
York, with Bishop Hosa, of the Meth¬ 
odists. South. In charge a* chairman. 
Committees have been named repre¬ 
senting all principal Methodist bodies, 
those In Canada Included. A pro¬ 
gramme committee, with Bishop Ham¬ 
ilton. of Boston, at Its head, has been 
named. 

Features of this conference, differ¬ 
ent, In some respects, from those that 
have preceded It. will be the advance 
preparation made by committees, so as 
to secure results and avoid delays in 
the delivery’ of speeches; the new view 
of Methodism that Is larger and per¬ 
haps better because of a new recogni¬ 
tion of this Important body as a part 
of & federated Protestant Christianity; 
and the new emphasis that will be laid. 
It Is said, upon education, not alone of 
the ministry, but of the people In the 
tenets of Methodism and of missions 
It Is said to be certain that not only 
will the entire deputation of 600 attend, 
but many visitors beside*.

and are finding Peruvians *'ager for the 
higher studies.

GRAY THE MOST DIFFICULT 
SHADE TO OBTAIN. 


MANY KINDS OF HEAD DRESS. 


The subject of false hair haa been 
threshed qver In numerous newspaper 
articles since the present exaggerated 
coiffures became the style. It would 
seem there Is little additional to say on 
the subject, hut the Paris correspon¬ 
dent of tho Brooklyn Eagle has elicited 
more Interesting information In regard 
to It from a coiffeur of the French me¬ 
tropolis. In a recent letter the i^orre- 
st><indent writes: 

I spoke to a coiffeur about this exist¬ 
ing fashion of wearing false hair, and 
he said; "It is fortunate that they no 
longer wear the thick braids and long 
curls which w*re worn during the Sec¬ 
ond Empire. There ware special men 
traveling In the north und In Germany 
to find just the shade of tho Empress 
Eugenie's ltalr. You know it waa a 
peculiar rich blonde. Home of It was 
fouud In Spain. She wore long curls 
at the aides, and thick braids put on 
like a coronet; and of course every 
woman followed that style of headdress. 
Tremendous was the amount of hair 
sold, but It was not quite so hard to 
find at that time. I know they sold a Q anjr 
fine braid of hair for 320 which to-day * 
would cost $li0. However, we manage 
to get almg because of the fact that 
so many puffs are worn, and so many 
ornaments are made of short hair. 

There are thousands of men. women 
and children engaged In seeking comb¬ 
ings and sweeping* in garbage barrels. 

Now. don't make a face, for they are 
thoroughly washed and undergo a pro¬ 
cess of chemical cleaning. They are 
as dean. If noi cleaner, than the hair 
of your own head." 

"How Is it that you can got so much 
curly hair? For every woman wants 
curly hair for hor puffs and the small 
curls she wears.

Eccentric Taste. 

"But here eccentricity corns* in, for 
some women who have no taate dress 
their hair to match th^lr hats In vol- 
uminousneaii. and nothing can be more 

ridiculous. 

"Yes, when women are left alone to 
create a fashion, yyu will always find 
eccentricity, for It Is not given to every¬ 
one to have an eye to beauty and fit¬ 
ness. Only a few women can Innovate 
and do It :n u refined manner, that's 
W'here coiffeurs come In. for we have 
made a serious study of the head, and 
put moderation into everything." 

"How !« It that gray and white hair 
are expensive?" 

"Because there is not only less, but 
such hairs are sick and brittle. A gray 
Of w hite hair is abnormal; the pigment 
no longer flow# through It. to nourish 
and support It; and then we find no 
old women who will sell their hair, If 
they have enough of it to do so. Then, 
again, those old women who would be 
willing to sell their hair wear caps, and 
the hair grows thin and brittle, be¬ 
cause, being constantly Imprisoned, it 
lacks air and ventilation. Besides, you 
cannot Imagine how many shades of 
gray hair there are, and If we manage 
to find a shade that suits one woman, 
we make her pay for it. Not long ago 
an elderly woman catne to my store 
and asked me if I could not bleach her 
hair; she said she loved white hair, and 
that was probubly the reason why her 
own would not grow white. I told her 
It might be done by destroying the 
pigment of the hair, but it was a dan¬ 
gerous operation, which might bring on 
softening of the brain. 'Ob. I have got 
that ulreadv.’ said the woman, and shot 
out of the shop. The very fact of her 
saying this proved the soundness of 
her mind."

"We hav} a process for making flair 
permanently curly, which, of course, I 
shall not tell to you, and now tliat the 
women give us their false hair very 
often to clean with antiseptics, we can 
remw the process.

Am bnmcatiiofj ©r kmmcioteiia’s awakening 
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By FRANK O. CARPENTER 
| UKDBN. Manchuria, July 1- — 
I find Manchuria rapidly 
awak*n4ng to th* new oivil- 
I 1 sat Ion. This oouW 
long .been considered the most barbar¬ 
ous port of the Chinese empire. The 
home of the Monahua, It has been held. 
Is synonymous w*ch brlgnndng* arxl 
corruption. Until recently neither life 
nor property wue safe, and to-day there 
are guerrillas who awoop down from 
the mountains to levy taxes on travel¬ 
ers in the transit and to blackmail the 
villages . The whist le of the trains on 
their way from fHberia to the Yellow 
Pea has sounded the death knoll of the 
old civilisation, and the hordes of Rus¬ 
sians and Japanese, by whom the land 
has been overrun during the last few 
years, have aided In rm ruing the new 
into hfe. Manchuria has now some, of 
the most progressive of the Chinese of¬ 
ficial* as Its ruler* and they are in¬ 
stituting all sorts of reform* The 
larger cities have been cleaned. Muk¬ 
den has streets free from fUth, and all 
tfss way from here to Dalny the Japa¬ 
nese have been Introducing Western 
way* 

• • • 

Under Chinese Rule 

Here in Mukden the changes are be¬ 
ing mode by the Mnndhurlan Chinese. 
This country is a part of the Chinese 
empire, and Its officials are appointed 
from Peking. It contains three great 
provinces, each of which has a Gov¬ 
ernor. and over the whole is a viceroy. 


Men and Women No Longer Seen Fastened Together By Wooden 
Seek 'Frames---Kneelsng On Sharp Chains and Cruel 
Beatings Now Terrors of the Dark Past. 
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who lives at Mukden Most of the re¬ 
forms have been largely due to the 
provincial Governor. His Excellency 
Tang Shao Yl. who was recently In the 
United States to'return thanks for the 
romtwfcon of the Box#»r indemnity. This 
nWn was for a long time director of 
railways of North China, and as such 
was closely associated with Yuan Shih 
Km, who until lately held tho place 
of 14 Hung Chang in the councils of the 
empire. Under Tang common schools 
have been started, and the young Chi¬ 
nese mind Is being trailed along the 
lines of Western method®. The boys 
are studying arithmetic and the mod¬ 
em aedenoss. and they have a military 
drill several time* every week. A big 
industrial school has been established, 
and also an agricultural college. 

I drove out into the country yester¬ 
day to look at the beginnings of a for¬ 
estry department, which may some day 
clothe the bare, dry hills of Southern 
Manchuria with trees, and from there 
to an experimental farm where mod¬ 
em agriculture Is being taught.

The Industrial School,

Leaving the plantation. I visited the 
Industrial School. .This has now sixty 
student® who are learning manual 
troiAing under Chinese who have been 
educated abroad It has large carpen¬ 
ter shop® In which beautiful furnltqr© 
is made, and that from the native 
woods. It is only the lower part of 
Manchuria which has no forests to 
spoak of. Along the Sungari River 
there are vast areas of walnut®, oaks 
and other hardwood®. Some of the 
best Umber Is onfy eighty miles from 
the railroad, but the transportation is 
so bad that Oregon pine can be brought 
across the Pacific and up here to Muk¬ 
den and sold at low^er rate® than the 
Manchurian lumber. At present th*re 
I® a scheme to build a railroad to con¬ 
nect the forest regions with tho 8 outh 
Manchurian system, and when that Is 
done the Manchurian wood will be 
used all along that line from the Yel- 
iow Sea to Siberia. Some of fthe finest 
of the naUve tHnber is walnut. It it 
the color of cherry and lu grain as Is 
close as that of blrrh. In the indus¬ 
trial shops this wood 1 ® being used for 
fine furniture. When stained R close¬ 
ly resembles mahogany. 

This school teaches all sorts of Iron- 
worklng. It has spinning and weaving 
departments, glassblowlng shop® and 
alt the up-to-date appliances of the 
manual training schools of America. 
The students am bright young fellow* 
of from 14 to 18 years of age. They 
live In the school, sleeping in dormi¬ 
tories, five boys to the room. Each 
room has a kang. or brick ledge, about 
two feet high In ft. This Is heated by 
flues which run under the floor. The 
boys study in their rooms during the 
day. when not In the classrooms, and 
sleep .there at night. As In all thq 
new school^th# students have a spe¬ 
cial uniform and are subject to mili¬ 
tary drill. They wear trousers, jackets 
and caps ahd tihelr feet are shod with 
boots of black cloth. 

A great reform Is going on now In 
the Manchurian courts and as to all 



as we entered. The build ng® are Urge 
one-story structure* ma le of gray 
brick and heavy tiled roof* They are 
so built that they f .rm a series of 
wings running out from a central point 
like the spokes of a wheel, so that the 
guards standing at the hub, can com¬ 
mand four or five aisles at one time. 
The ceils face the Sill#® on ea#h side, 
and th« architecture altogether I® not 
unlike that of our best prisons at home.

matter® of law. A well organised po¬ 
lice service has been established and 
there are now uniformed policemen on 
every block. These men wear padded 
black clothes of almost European cut. 
The long Manchu gown has been abol¬ 
ished nnd they have coats, trousers 
and boots. Their pigtails are covered 
with caps and they carry club® almost 
as long as broomsticks. The club# axe 
painted block to make them look like 
ebony or Iron, but in fact the*; are ex¬ 
ceedingly light, and a good blow upon 
a hard skull would break them In 
pieces. The policemen still have strips 
of white cotton about four Inches wide 
wound around their loft arms, as a 
sign of mourning for the late Emperor. 
F«r months after his majesty*® death 
they dared not shave their heads, and 
their black hair, except where the pig¬ 
tail came forth, stood up like a shoe 
brush a 11 /over the scalp. Some of the 
police carry swords. 

The system of justice in the Man¬ 
churian courts Is being reformed. The 
torturing of prisoiurs to make them 
confess has been largely don* away 
with, and slicing to death has be n 
abolished. So far I have met no crim¬ 
inals wearing the oancme, although this 
•wag a common sight during my several 
previous vl*lt# to China. 

About eight y«ars ago I saw three 
women looked together In a framework 
of boards three feet and six feet 

long. Tlielr necks were filled Into 
holes, and the framework was such 
that ft could be opened and closed. Tho 
women could tot feed themselves, and 


they could not move unless they all 
w’ent together. At the «ame time I 
saw men undergoing similar punish¬ 
ment. They were loaded* down with 
heavy planks which rested upon their 
shoulders, their heads coming out 
through holes in th* oenter: some such 
cAnguea were further weighted with 
Iron I saw one man who wa® Inclosed 
In a barrel so tight that his head came 
out through a hole In the top and his 
hands through the sides. The holes 
were Just large onough for the wrists; 
the man conlrt not scratch himself nor 
convey food to his mouth. 

At that time no criminal could he 
punished until he had confessed, and 
every Chinese tvho wo* arrested was 
pounded with a bamboo on hts bar# 
thighs or struck on the Ups with a 
piece of leather, or made to kneel upon 
sharp chains until he could stand It no 
longer and said he was guilty. Such 
things have been abolished here In 
Manchuria, and, I understand. In China 
a® well. 

• • • 

Prison* Very Different. 

T spent the greater part of to-day In 
going through the new prisons which 
have Just been built here at Mukden. 
They are far different from those I 
have visited In China. A few years 
ago I went through the Jails at Shang¬ 
hai. notwithstanding a warning that 
the prisoners might tear my clothes 
nit If I did so. On my way to the 
prlpon® 1 saw* many men loaded with 
cangues. One was standing In a 
framework so hung by hi* neck that 


his toes barely touched the ground. L 
could smell the prison before I canr» 
to It, and was almost sickened by the 
terrible stench as I went through. The 
buildings were low Chinese structures, 
without floors or sanitary conveniences. 
The convicts were chained to the wails 
like wild beasts, and some had chains 
about the neck as well as the feet. The 
prison hod Its deadhouse connected 
with It. and deaths from starvation and 
torture were common. The Jailers got 
most of their Incomes from squeezing. 
They had the right to sell food to the 
criminals, and the prisoners who had 
no money were likely to starve The 
law gave each man certain fixed ra¬ 
tions. but the Jailer could furnish less 
or more as he pleased. 

The prisons I have visited here are In 
costly buildings covering acr#s u and I 
found the criminals treated like men. 
not beasts. It wa* through tho cour¬ 
tesy of Liang Yu Ho. the counselor of 
the viceroy, that I was able to Inspect 
them Mf. Liang Is a graduate of Yale 
College, and as such Is glad to have 
America know what his country Is do¬ 
ing along the lines of our civilization. 
He sent two English-speaking Chinese 
official® with me, and a director of the 
penitentiary accompanied us as we 
went through the wards. We visited 
two prisons during the morning, and 
in one found 370 convicts working 
away at all kind® of labor. 

This latter prison covers about four 
acres it Is ®urorund*d by a wall of 
gray brick fifteen feet high, and Its 
from gate 1 ® guarded by two elx-foot 
Manchu soldiers, who presented arms 


These buildings ar* situated In 
courts, one of which we entered as wo 
came through the gat''. At the same 
Ume, a gang of seventy-flv# convicts 
marched In to take thslr afternoon 
meal. They had been working on the 
roads outside the prison 1 a®k#1 the 
director to stop them in the sunlight, 
that I might make a snapshot with my 
camera. Ho did so and 1 had a good 
chance to #turly them. The convicts 
are tall, burly fellows, weighing, I ven¬ 
ture. one-third more than the average 
Chinese of America They all wear 
queues and their face* are about the 
same as those of th# Tartars I »e# on 
the streets. The prison dren Is of a 
Jacket or caag which fails to the hips 
and a pair of thick trousers which 
look a* though they were made of 
quilted comforts, such a® Wa vise on our 
beds. The material is wadded cotton. 
The color is light gray, except on the 
back where a cros* of dead black Is 
painted. Each man wears shoes of 
pigskin, and his leg® are 50 chained 
together that he can take but one short 
step at a time. 

A® I looked I asked the director to 
point out some of the bad cases. He 
replied: 

“You can tall them by their collars. 
You see the most of the collars are of 
the same gray color as the rest of the 
garment; but some are red, black and 
blue. Those black-collared fellow® are 
each In for thirty years. The convicts 
wearing the blue collars are In for 
twenty years, those wearing red- for 
ton, while the gray have still shorter 
sentence* The most of our*men have 
been convicted of robbery and assault 
with lntont to kill. The murderers we 
have In another prison, which has Just 

been constructed.**

Convict* at Dinner. 


of xvooden chopstlck* .and tw’o porce¬ 
lain bowls, each of which holds half a 
pint. At a given signal the men pulled 
the stools from their knapsacks and 
set them down on the floor, and at a 
second signal they arranged themselves 
on the stop 1 b In tw'o long aisle® facing 
each other 

Now a gang of convict® who acted a* 
waiters brought In great water-tight 
baskets filled with steamed sorghum 
seed and vegetable soup 

The millet wa* served first. It wa* 
shoveled out Into bovrlrf much Ilk* 4 
wash basins, and one of the®# wa* 
placed on the floor In each group of 
four men. There was a S]mon in the 
basin and each convict filled his por¬ 
celain howl. At the same time a bowl 
of the soup was handed around, each 
man helping himself, using his other 
bowl for the same purpose. In eating 
the men picked some of the vegetable* 
out of the soup with their chopsticks, 
and. mixing them with the sorghum, 
raised the bowl to tlielr mouth® and 
scraped the food In with the chop- 
stick*. They seemed to enjoy the meal, 
and 1 wa® told that It wa* better than 
they had been accustomed to before 
they w’ere caught. Sorghum seed thus 
cooked Is the chief food of Manchuria, 
holding the same place thetforead and 
meat have with us. 

• • • 

A Look at the Cells. 


After this I took a walk through the 
wards and examined the cell*. They 
are about twelve feet square and well 
arranged a* to ventilation and tight. 
They are heated by the kang® upon 
which the men sleep. The fire is puit 
Into & hole at the lower front of eaoh 
kang. and an armful of artr&w suffires 
to kei*p one room warm the whole 
night. Five prisoners are kept In each 
room 

1 asked as to punishments, and was 
told that the barbarous customs had 
been done away with, although the cdh- 
victs are still bambooed on their bare 
skins. For serious offense* dark cede 
tire need, but the director says ;hat k 
Is not permissible to keep a man in 
one of these for more than five days 
at a time. At my request he showed 
me a dark cell and shut me Inside. Th# 
cell 'was of triangular shape w*th a 
bos* Just large enough for the door, 
the two long skies meeting in an acute 


angle at the opposite end. There it 
room for a mnn to He down upon tm 
floor, but he rould hardly turn oveg 
without touching the walls.

N. J . when he apparently 
cut off the retreat of u oopperuead 
snake. When the naturalist got clo*e 
to it the reptile Appeared to be dead 
Desiring to make sure of this, the 
jjaturallst circled the snake and was 
rewarded for his caution by discovering 
an unmlstakablo light Issuing from th# 
reptile's eyes. Th# appearance of the 
erittre body was that of complete re¬ 
laxation. Thinking to capture it dead 
or ailve, the naturalist looked around 
for a stick or stone, hut could see non# 
nearer than forty or fifty feet dis¬ 
tant.

O F COURSE, we know R*s all a 
trick. Certainly no one is go¬ 
ing to be hurt. Nevertheless, 
the sight of & sharp knife 
blade passed over a man's neck—or, 
rather, we think w# see a man's neck 
■—Is somewhat awe-inspiring. An un- 
namable fascination hold* the eye. 
Something almost Ilk# a sigh of pain 
run® through the audience. Then how 
•foolish* w'# all look w'hen. In a few mo¬ 
ments. the decapitated mnn leers at 
u# over the footlights! 

But we are such slaves to our eyes 
that w© can’t help being affected by 
what they tell us. For 364 days In the 
year wo are guided bv these optics. 
And on tho 36oth, when we* go to see 
a magician, he lias u® at his mercy. 

For the magician play® not to the 
mind, but to the eyes Ho knows that 
we realize that we are being tricked. 
But he doesn't care what we realize 
so long as he fool* our eyes. 

In the case of these “decapitations" 
tho effect 1® sometimes heightened by 
the stage setting* and the dUlogue. 
These latter tAk 4 * our minds away from 
the unreality of th# scene, so that they 
are well prepared to be deceived by our 
eyes. 

No one knew how to do this better 
than th* elder Htrmwnn In the pres¬ 
entation of his illusion® he was a true 
artist. Others might do more cunning 
sleight-of-hand. If that were possible. 
But when it came to holding an audi¬ 
ence under hi# spell Herrmann was un¬ 
excelled No detail, however small, was 
overlooked. 

Of Herrmann’s Illusion®, perhaps the 
most thrilling was hi* “deciipiuuion.” 
This article tells how simply it was ac¬ 
complished.

The stage Is set in simulation of a 
surgeon's laboratory. Herrmann. In 
the guise of a French physician. Is seen 
experimenting with chemicals. Over 
his feature® a green light plays. Some¬ 
how. he nuggets Mephistophele*. Th# 
weirdness of th# acenrs forhodes evil. 

Enter*, then, a patient His malady 
I* mysteriou® Strange noises in his 
head haunt him continually. Sleep is 
denied him. 

A bag of gold he offers to the sur¬ 
geon for relief With a wave of the 
hand and nn ominous leer at the gold,, 
the eurgeon motions the man to a 
chair 

Over tiie back of the chair sink® the 
patient’s head. Then the surgeon takes 
a helmet and place* It over the head. 
After that come* th# knife. 

One quick stroke and up comes th# 
helmet, th# surgeon's hand held under 
It a* If to prevent the head from fail¬ 
ing off. To a table on tho.opposite Mdo 
of the stage the helmet l* taken. K 
opens, and ns the visor fAll®, the fea¬ 
ture# of the victim, whoso body still 
reclines on the operating chair, ar# 
seen 

The mouth open®, a voice is heard, 
and the surgeon, seemingly terrified at 
th# supernatural result, collapse* and 
the curtain falls. The audience t* left 
literally gasping In amazement. 

This playl#t was prefuted by th# 
elder Herrmnnn In San Frahnlsco It# 
effect can be imagined But tt is 


easily presented that tt sewn# no trick 
at ail. 

Indeed, amateurs need have no fear 
whatever of trying the Illusion, though 
perhaps they rr*ay select a less grue¬ 
some form of tt. 

Everything depends on the ttable and 
th# chair. The batter is oovered with a 
striped material, and contains a *bt 
about nine inches long, so placed that 
the assistant when seated In the chair 
will be directly In front of the aper¬ 
ture. When the magiciaji brings the 
helmet forward he irtands In front of 
the man. Then, instead of th* helmet 
going over the head, the assistant 
throws his h*:<ad back through the #ltt 
and the hrLroeg merely rests on his neck 
and rthou.ld'era 

After Apparently cutting the h*ad off. 
the magkiian raises tii# helmet, keeping 
his hand under it a* if holding tho 
head. The man In the ahair naturally 
appear® to have hia head cut off. 

CroaaVng th# stage, the magician set* 
tho helmet upon a hole In the table, 
whore a second assistant, made yp to 
represent the first, puts his head into 
th* helmet. A mirror back of'the front 
leg® of the table hldoa the svoond ae- 
stataivt's body. 

While th# above illusion l* don# in 
a very serious manner, there I® one 
which I witnessed some years ago 
Which was performed by two clowns 
in such a way as to take away 4 great 
deal of th# ghastliness from the Illu¬ 
sion. 

After doing a couple of “stunts.” the 
clowns get Into nn argument, which 
results In a fight. One grab# the other 


around the waist and carries him to 
a long, narrow box In the center of th* 
stage. H# puts a black cloth over his 
head, takes a knife and chop* It off. 
Holding th# head up In his hands, he 
grins at It a moment and then puts 
It back again. Then the ’decapitated’' 
clown get® up with a smile on hi# fsce. 

This Is still more simple than that 
done by “Herrmann the Orest.” When 
the clown In the box hat* the cloth put 
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over his head, he slides his head 
through a slit In the back, the slit be¬ 
ing concealed by cloth of the same 
color os th* box. A head similar to 
the clown’s Is hanging bock of the box. 
and this is shown to th# audience. 

In bringing the clown to life, the 
same process Is gone through with. 
The head is quickly returned to Its 
place back of th# box. while the clown 
himself puts his head through the slit. 
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M “Lobster* less than a year old occa¬ 
sionally exhibit the death feigning hab¬ 
it. hut. strange to relate, the adults 
do not practice It. When stroked 
lightly with the finger the young lob¬ 
ster will Immediately stiffen, and II# 
stretched out at the bottom of th# 
dish, on tts side or back, a® If para¬ 
lyzed.

W HILE It U» true that the fad 
of camp llfo may be aald to 
have preceded the tubercu¬ 
losis crusade. It is certain 
that It has quadrupled In vigor and 
In extent rlnce the public at large haa 
been educated aa to the vital impor¬ 
tance of living In and breathing fresh 
air When a great moral of physical 
good becomes fashionable. Ita success 
la assured. 

Camping out la no longer the pastime 
of hunter and fisherman. It !■ tha 
business of thousands who never cast 
a line or fired a gun. Al fresco sani¬ 
tariums dot hillsides and fill the hearts 
of pine woods The Americana would 
*ee m to have become suddenly alive to 
the doty of living es near to nature's 
heart aa they can crowd themselves, 
and. when there, they hold on with per¬ 
tinacious resolve that Is a national 
characteristic. 

We do nothing by halves, nor by 
three - quarters nor four - fifths Well 
men and women and healthy children 
have the camp erase, and It la on tha 
rapid (I had nearly written “rabid**) In¬ 
crease. 

We might do much worse. The most 
luxurious of the “piny camps'* of which 
1 shall speak presently is far better 
for tha faahlonlat who spends her time 
In seeking out new luxuries than the 
palatial hotel in which she used to 
dance and gossip and dirt away her 
summer “meason.** 

The rudest of tent life is better for the 
family of the man of moderate means 
than the stuffy rooms and “hearty** 
fare of the cheap farmhouse where he 
used to board wife and babies during 
July and August. “Roughing It'* la 
good for children, and cooking under an 
open shed compels the mother to take 
In full draughts of such air as never 
finds Its way Into her tUn or village 
tdlehen. 

SYLVAN DISSIPATION • 

X have spoken of the luxury G f th< 
**p!ay camp." I can think of no more 
apt descriptive epithet for the toy with 
which our world-weary Croesus amuses 
himself by building, and to which hta 
wife invties one house party after an¬ 
other during the month or six weeks 
that suffice to tire her of this. too. and 
to send her Jaded wits afield In quest of 
a fresh sensation. -My hut.** she names 
It in notes of Invitation. Her husband 
calls It a “box." It Is built, ostenta¬ 
tiously. of logs—selected and costly 
timber, you may be sure. It Is lined 
with hardwood, and the verandas are 
a “feature/* So are the varieties of 
lounging and swinging chairs that crowd 
pergola and porch. The latent patterns 
of camp appointments furnish the In¬ 
terior. There are suites of roomJ. and 
bathrooms galore, all In perfect keep¬ 
ing with tha camp “scheme." A ret¬ 
inue of servants la in active service; 
boats and buck-wagons are cushioned 
and manned In furtherance of the same 
scheme Cards and music for the even¬ 
ing,. rowing and driving In the mornings 
and evenings, and noon siestas are as 
truly a programme as the round of 
winter pursuits that mado rustication 
nrceasary. 

Fire* and last, it Is erlvan dissipation. 
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yet. as I said Just now. better for the 
much-abused bodies and rocked nerves 
than town life. Inasmuch as the air 
Is continually renewed end pure; subtle 
healing and calm breatha from earth 
and air and sky for the least appre¬ 
ciative of sybarites. 

Sinking In the scale of expense and 
rising tn the scale of sensible comfort, 
we come to the family tent set up a 
dozen miles or so from the nearest rail¬ 
way. In what they used to call In North 
Carolina, where they cover hundreds of 
miles, “the piney woods.** The head of 
pater famlllu* gave out last winter; or 
the mother had a slight but alarming 
hemorrhage that may or may not have 
come from the lungs; or the children 
esme out from the winter term at school 
puny, wan-eyed and fretful. In any or 
In all of these “ors" the prescription of 
the up-to-date doctor Is the same: Freeh 
air and plenty of it. and Indolence of 
mind and body for as long es you can 
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afford to stay out of town. 

“Buy a family tent and live out of 
doors for two months. No frills and no 
furbelows. Get a camp cookstove; ar¬ 
range a kitchen In the open and be com¬ 
fortable. but not fashionable. They have 
brought thle matter of camp outfits 
down to a fine point, aa you will flnd^ 
Travel light! You can carry all you'll 
need In the woods In your suitcase." 

if I were required to cover the afore¬ 
mentioned -fine point** with one word. 
It would be ''collapsible.*• The adjective 
cornea to pater and matei famlllaa with 
the first purchase named by the genial 
talesman. The family tent has three 
.partitions. One Is for the kitchen and 
one for the living room, where thrf fam¬ 
ily will eat and In the corner of which 
the boys will have two “bunks." The 
third Is the sleeping room of the parents 
and the younger twain of olive plants. 
The obsequious shopman shows Imme¬ 
diately and dexterously Into what a 
small compass the tent, partitions In¬ 
cluded. msy be folded. “It may be sub¬ 
divided by collapsible screens." he pur¬ 
sues the subject by Illustrating. 

LIKE AN OPERA HAT 

The cookstove may be had at tha 
same place. The business of providing 
campers with all things they will cer¬ 
tainly. and may possibly, require to 
make life one care-free picnic has 
opened a new avenue of trade, a vista 
that Is practically endless. 

The cookstove is a miracle in Itself. 
It folds up Into the dimensions of a 
butler’s tray. “Could be carried In your 
trunk, sir!" And every utensil collapses 
at a touch from the quick fingers. The 
handles of frying pane double up and 
shut back upon thp body of the utensil; 
knives and forks slide Into their handles 
and shoot out again, stiffened for 
action; there qre neats of plates and 
dishes: saucepans that, mater famlllaa 
exclaims admiringly, might be mis¬ 
taken for opera hats when folded 
down.

He Inflates one In two minutes, 
provide In half that time that It le 
mere luxurious than the finest spring 
bed. Ditto pillows. “Could carry a 
pair in your vest-pocket, airl"

Idvmg as we do in the country, we can¬ 
not get fresh baker’s bread. We must make 
eur own.

And how to make 
a ••»tarter“? Anyway—how do you moke 
your bread? J. & 1L tScatUa. Wash.). 

In tender memory of my own early 
struggles In tha same department, 1 tell 
you how “we" make 

Bread with Potato Sponge. 

Boil, and tnaah while they are hot. four 
large potatoes, adding, as you mash, a 
tableapoonful each, of shortening sad of 
sugar. Prat smooth, working tn three 
cof!recupful* of warm water, jttroin into 
a pint of sifted flour. When you have a 
smooth bettor, boat in half a cake or com¬ 
pressed yeast, dissolved in four tablespoon- 
fuls of warm toot hot) water. Set to 
rise overnight In a tread bowl, throwing 
a square of cheesecloth over alt to exclude 
dust. Early In the morntpg look at the 
• r> :»ge fits hours lo winter ani four In 
summer should bring It up to treble the 
oritmal sloe.

Have readv In another bowl nv« pints of 
sifted ai»| dried flour. »tfi«d twice with a 
tatleepookful of Salt. Malta a hoi* > i in 
the middle and work the sponge In.' ho 
flour with a wooden spoon or pw«M It 
Should I* just el iff enough to be Ilf . to 
tha kneading <>oard wilfcoth uptlWnc lUc*# 
out the Sought la the bo«N with a Uitl% 
warm water and work Inn* tha Stonge. 
Floor the board, lay tha dough upon IK 


and knead steadily for ten minutes, always 
working from tha outside uf the ball to¬ 
ward the center. It atould be so elas.lo 
In ten minutes as to rebound when struck 
with your flat. 

Return, to the mixing-bowl or tray, cover 
and leave until It lie* doubled Its bulk, 
turn out upon the board and treat It to 
another ten minutes of vigorous kneading. 
Make. then. Into loavee and set to rise m 
pans. Oiling each half full Cover, let It 
rise for an hour, or until the pans are ruU, 
and bake. 

Ten minutes alter it has gone into the 
oven. p«eo In at the loves, if they are 
well risen, cover with brown or white 
paper (never with printed) to keep the cruet 
from hardening before the core of the tool 
Is done. Ten minutes before the hours 
baking le up, remove the papers and 
brown lightly. 

I am thus minute In directions because 
I believe this recipe to be aa sure and 
safe as any that may be put into the 
hsnds of a novice. 

Don’t mkke the mistake of using too 
much yeast. Perhaps that may be the 
secret of the peculiar taste of which you 
complain.

Beat two eggs light, add them 
to a pint of aweei milk. Make a hole 
In the flour, pour In tho milk and 
eggs and mix with n wood an spoon. 
Turn out upon u pastry board and 
roll into two sheet*, about a third of 
an Inch In thickness. 

Lino n greased biscuit pan with 
one sh« ’. cover It three-qunrtere of 
an Inch thick with hucklaberrlee, 
strew fh^ew with granulated sugar, 
fit the upper sheet of dough on the 
pan and hake In a steady oven until 
done. Cut Into squares and send to 
table. Split, and eat with butter and 
sugar.

Put In the bottom of 
each glass a mint leaf and pour the Jelly 
on top or It Set sway to form as you 
would ordinary Jelly This will keep for 
a long time Of course, the quantity of 
apple Jelly you prepare will depend upon 
the amount of mint which you have. You 
must have enough of the mint Juice te 
giv* the jelly a green color and a strong 
mint flavor.

Into a pint of scalded milk stir a tea- 
spoonful of shortening. When the mix¬ 
ture Is lukewarm add a pint of flour that 
haa been sifted with a u aapoonful of salt. 
In a gill of warm water dissolve a half 
yeast cake, and beat this into the dough, 
and set aside to rise for six hours, or 
over night Wnen light add a cup of 
siftod flour, and break off bits of the 
dough quickly and lightly with floured 
hands. Have these pieced about tha else 
of hen’s egg. and lay each of them In a 
muffin ring to rise for half an hour Slip 
the rings knd contents upon a heated 
soapstone griddle, bake on one side, then 
turn and bake on the other. Split and 
butter while hot or. later, split toast and 
butter.

Don’t think you must wear evening 
clothes for the simple supper which Is 
the rule In the town where you live 
Just because you used to dress for din¬ 
ner at boarding school. Don't ride 
horseback In the city parks without a 
bat ond with your hair streaming at 
the mercy of the wind, because on the 
country roads about the college town 
you used to ride that way. Although 
a girl who does any of these things Is 
not being unladylike, she Is, neverthe¬ 
less, surely breaking the Iaws of strict¬ 
ly good taste, because ah© te trying 
to force her own opinions where they 
are not wanted. 

Also, don't spread oollego cushion*, 
banners and tmphice over the entire 
house, but confine them to your owp 
bedroom and den, wh*r© they are ln 
perfect taste. Don’t 'ask the Dad lee* 
Missionary Society of your churoh to 
conduct Its meet!ngw according to the 
rules laid down by Robert’* "Rule© of 
Order;’’ don’t Insist on talking about 
Spinoza’s "De tntellectus ©mandatlone" 
when th© rest of the girls want to talk 
about the men at the donee last night, 
or what kind of sleeve© aro going to be 
worn next ssteon. 

Now for the Doe. They ere as hard 
to observe a* the don’ts, but, carefully 
observed, they are sure to bring happi¬ 
ness and popularity. 

In the first phie©. decide that you ar© 
going to make a place for yourself 
with your rtd friends Begin by doing 
Avhntever they do. and doing It as nat¬ 
urally a* povsible. It Is absurd for a 
girl to say that after a year or two or 
even four years, away from borne, she 
cannot take up the old threadg of 
frlendehip. Tf her old frlenda find ber 
companionable and Agreeable, they will 
welcome her as a new and precious ad¬ 
dition to their circle. 

Before this girl knows It, her friends 
will be looking to her for suggestions 
and advice. Sh© must always be reidy 
with plan* for entertainment; she must 
have stone© of college fun and p-ankg 
at her tongue’s end, to deliver on re¬

Keene At Lexington. 


Court Sustains Charge of 
Abandonment. 


Agreed Casd Presented To 
the Court. 


NO OEFENSE WAS MADE 


Lexington, Ky., Aug. 7.—[Special,] 
frh* Fayette Circuit Court has granted 
to Mr*. Mary Lawrence Keene an ab¬ 
solute divorce from her husband, Fox* 
hall P. Keene, the well-known New 
York clubman, turfman and athlete, 
and only *on of Jame* H. Keene, the 
New Yolk millionaire and turfman.

Abandonment Ground*. 


The ground* for divorce were aban¬ 
donment and the court proceeding* are 
Understood to have been amicably ar¬ 
ranged between the parties, who had 
reached a mutual understanding to dls- 
aolve their marriage. Ample financial 
provision was made for Mrs. Keene, 
but the details of the arrangements be¬ 
tween the dissatisfied husband and wife 
were made privately In New York and 
were not recorded In the court proceed¬ 
ings here.

Married a Widow. 


At the time of her marriage to Mr. 
Keene, about ten year* ago. Mrs. Keene 
was a widow, and before her first 
marriage was Ml** Mary Laurence, 
daughter of a wealthy stock broker of 
New York.

the effect that on the opening of the 
market ail trades would be closed out. 
This we* ordered written by W. B. 
Weller, a clerk who was left In charge, 
sad who 1* supposed to have Just re¬ 
turned to the city from Mr. Sharp's 
bedside. Mr. Weller declined to tell 
where the missing broker Is. He would 
only say that the busthess had been 
suspended until Mr. Sharp is physical¬ 
ly able to return and give It hls atten¬ 
tion. Mr. Sharp Is said to be critically 
111 of kidney trouble at some sanitar¬ 
ium. The statement Issued by Mr. 
Weller follows: 

"Mr. Sharp's affairs are Involved, but 
hls physical condition Is such that he 
cannot be bothered at this time. I have 
determined to close up the business un¬ 
til such time a« Mr. Sharp is able to 
attend to hls affairs. Mr. Sharp is 
very ill, and on the advice of his physl. 
slan we arc keeping hls whereabouts 
secret."

Fail To Pay Claims. 


Although It Is said that Mr Sharp's 
businoss Is solvent, rumor had It yes¬ 
terday that the Arm has failed. It Is 
said that customers have applied for a 
settlement of claims without success. 
One of these It said to have been a 
prominent business man who had been 
p’aclng orders with the firm. He called 
.it the office on Main street, near Fourth 
avenue. '• Is said, last Saturday, and 
was told by Mr. Weller that the firm 
had stopped paying claims. 

Lost Tuesday It was given out that 
Mr. Weller had been summoned to 
Mr Sharp's bedside at the Mayo Sani¬ 
tarium, Rochester. Minn, and on ac¬ 
count of hls absence .iqd the Illness of 
Mr Sharp the firm would cease taking 
new orders. It was said that the firm 
would resume paying claims when Mr. 
Weller returhed. 

When the news spread through tho 
financial districts to the effect that the 
well-known broker was lying at the 
point of death In Minnesota, scores of 
prominent business men. hls close per¬ 
sonal friends and business associates 
here for many years, became anxious 
about him. but It was learned later that 
Mr. Sharp never went to Rochester. 
Minn. Investigation showed that he 
was not registered on tho books of that 
Institution and also that he had not 
been at any of t}e hotels In Rochester. 
• • • 

Ignorant of Whereabouts. • 


Hi* close personal friends deny’ flat¬ 
ly that they are in possession of any 
information concerning hls where¬ 
abouts. They refuse to answer all 
questions that might lead to the dis¬ 
covery of his present place of abode. 
Mr. Weller, hi* confidential clerk, de¬ 
clares he has been counseled by Mr 
Sharp's physicians to maintain silence. 

Notwithstanding all thl*„ it was 
learned on the best authority last night 
that Mr. Sharp Is In lit Clemens. Mich. 
At the home of one of Mr. Sharp's rel¬ 
atives U was stated last night that Mr. 
Sharp Is In the State of Michigan, but 
It was not said where. 

Since It became known that the Arm 
here rests on an uncertain foundation, 
considerable gossip has been going the 
rounds os to the extent of Mr. Sharp's 
losses and what brought them about. 
Various estimates of the extent of hls 
losses have been circulated, but no of¬ 
ficial Information touching upon this 
phase of the trouldes or the firm has 
been given out. 

All those on duty at the office on 
Main street simply decline to answer 
questions.

Office Doors Closed. 


As soon as the New York markets 
closed yesterday at noon those on duty 
In Mr. Sharp** establishment, after 
having worked all morning closing out 
trades, locked the doors and went to 
their homes. It was given out that 
Mr. Weller would be bark at the office 
In the afternoon, but he did got ap¬ 
pear. 

In on interview last night Richard 
D. Hnkrow. a prominent retail cigar 
merchant, who has Iwen one of Mr. 
Sharp's closest friends since he began 
business In Louisville, reiterated hls 
former statement that he knows noth¬ 
ing about Mr. Sharp’* affairs or hls 
whereabouts. Mr. Bnkrow stated thAt 
fie has beep anxiously awaiting word 
from the reported sick man ever since 
hls Illness and absence from the city 
became known, but that he has receiv¬ 
ed no Information. He further said 
that he has not talked with Mr. Weller 
since hls return. 

Mr. Sharp left the city a week ago 
yesterday, saying that he was In bad 
health and w’ould consult n specialist 
In an effort to find relief from kidney 
trouble. At that time It wa< not r*n- 
**ral!v known that his financial affairs 
were In some kind of tangle

Turn Down New Business. 


Soon after he left, however, the re¬ 
port got out and the little brokerage 
office began to attract considerable at¬ 
tention.

TURNS ON CHILD 


Roland Rich Shoots Woman 
In Her Bed. 


Daughter Is Rescued From 
Death Grapple. 


Prevents Murderer Escaping 
From Home. 


DOMESTIC TROUBLE CAUSE 


Madison villa. Ky., An*. 7.—[Special] 
—One of the moat ijhaatly and horrible 
tragedies In the history of Madlsonvllle 
occurred here at midnight last night, 
when Roland Rich shot and Instantly 
killed hi* wife while she was In bed 
with her 11-ycar-old daughter. 

Rich went home between 11 and 12 
o'clock and went Immediately to hls 
wife's room. Boarders In an adjoining 
room heard them exchange a few 
-words, and then two sharp reports of 
a pistol rang out. Rushing Into the 
room, they discovered Mrs. Rich lying 
upon the bed In a sea of blood, with 
one bullet hole through her head and 
another through her shoulder. She 
lived only a few moment, and was 
never conscious. The ball that pro¬ 
duced the fatal wound entered her left 
Jaw, passed through her head and 

made Its exit at the rear of the skull. 
• • • 

Domestic Trouble Cause. 


Domestic troubles seem to have 
caused the killing. Rich and hls wife 
have not been getting along amicably 
for some time. About two weeks ago 
she left him and went to relatives In 
Evansville, saying that she was be¬ 
ing mistreated by him. A few days 
ttgo she returned and resumed her 
household duties, but refused to allow 
her husband to lire with her.

Borrowed Revolver. 


rushed Into tho hall and sprang upon 
Rich Just In time to prevent the shoot¬ 
ing of the child 8prlnger ojid Rich be¬ 
came engaged in a furious encounter, 
but Springer finally overpowered the 
murderer and, wrestling hls pistol from 
his grasp, held him while young 
Springer ran for the police 

Patrolmen Powers ami Laffoon rush¬ 
ed to the seen' and, taking charge of 
Rich, hurried «m off to the Jail. Rich 
hAd but little to say about the affair to¬ 
day. He said that he did not re¬ 
member anything at all about It. but 
the authorities pay no attention to hls 
talk, as he was not drunk at the time 
of tbe murder and has never shown 
any • .gns of ‘neanHy. He continually 
tagged the'bfficmiH Jk> remove him to 
Henderfon or H*T>Kin*v!lle, as ne 
seems every moment to hear a mob 
clamoring for hls life.

Talk Of Lynching. 


There was some talk of a lynching 
this morning, but by noon the talk had 
died out and Rich will doubtless be al¬ 
lowed a legal trial. 

Mrs. Rich was about 36 years of age. 
while Rich Is five or six years younger. 
Prior to her marriage to Rich. Mrs. 
Rich was Mrs. Dora Ashby, widow of 
Baxter Ashby, a well-known horseman, 
of this county.

Rich has been in an ugly humor ever 
since their trouble began. Last night 
about an hour before the tragedy he 
asked Willis Rudd, a well-known llv- M 
eryman. in whose employ he was en¬ 
gaged. to lend him his pistol, saying 
that he had to go to the fair grounds 
und was afraid to go unarmed. Rudd, 
little dreaming of the use to which it 
was to be put. let him have the re¬ 
volver. 


New York, Aug. 7.-Mr». Mary 8. Castle, 
of California, the former actress, who 
shot at William B. Craig, a New York 
lawyer. In tho elevator of the Hotel Wal¬ 
dorf-Astoria last Tuesday, attempted to 
prefer a counter-charg*» against Craig 
when she was arraigned In Polios Court 
to-day on a charge of felonious assault. 
The nature of the proposed complaint was 
nut announced and the magistrate ad¬ 
journed the hearing until Monday without 
taking ail the evidence. 

The evidence of Mr. Craig and the ele¬ 
vator operator was taken to-day. Craig 
•aid that Mr*. Castle met him In the Wal- 
durf-Astoria and asked for ten minutes' 
conversation* with him.

That the dairymen of Jefferson coun¬ 
ty are strongly opposed to having the 
tuberculin test applied to their herds of 
dairy cattle by health officials repre¬ 
senting the city, county and State, In 
an effort to rid milk of tuberculosis 
germs, was the declaration made yes¬ 
terday by A. J. WelkeL president of the 
Jefferson County Dairymen's Protective 
Association. 

Mr Welkel declares that the dairy¬ 
men of the county will never submit to 
the tuberculin test while the laws of 
the State do not require them to do so. 

Mr. We!kel's statement follows: 

The Jefferson County Dairymen's Pro¬ 
tective. Association and It* member* are 
law-abiding citizens, and will submit 
wtlllngly to the enforcement of any law, 
but there 1* no law of Kentucky or ordi¬ 
nance of the city of Louisville which re¬ 
quires that dairy or other cattle shall be 
subjected to the tuberculin test. The 
refusal of the Legislature to pass such 
a law Is strong evidence that the only 
law-making power of the State doubts 
the wisdom of tho measure If such a 
law’ Is ever passed by the Legislature the 
dairymen will submit to It, but they will 
not submit to the attempt of Dr. Mc¬ 
Cormick to create laws by proclamation. 
• • • 

6,000 Cows In County. 

The dairymen of thl* county own ap¬ 
proximately 6.000 dairy cattle of the av¬ 
erage value of I*) each Within the last 
ten days Dr*. Smock and Eiseuman ad¬ 
ministered the tuberculin test to the 
dairy herd of Henry Netmeler in Jeffer¬ 
son county and condemned and required 
to be killed two cows as tubercular sub¬ 
jects. These cow* were afterward ex¬ 
amined under post-mortem by the ex¬ 
pert meat Inspector* employed by the 
United State* Government and stationed 
at Louisville for the purpose of procur¬ 
ing a sound meat supply. These Inspect¬ 
ors passed upon and approved the meat 
for sale as food without any objection 
on the part of Drs. Srnock and EUen- 
tnaiL 

The Constitution of the State and the 
United 8tates provides that property 
shall not be taken without dus process 
of tsw. The health authorities propose 
to kill cattle on suspicion, and there Is 
no provision for compensating the owrner 
Should they be tubercular subjects or not 
tubercular subjects. In other words, the 
dairyman loses the value of hts cattle in 
any event. 

It lias been stated from day to day In 
the public prints that the opposition to 
the test is dying out. and that many 
dairymen are asking for the test or will¬ 
ingly submitting to it These statements 
are not true, but may be expected to be 
continued for the purpose of attempting 
to deceive the public and to coerce the 
dairymen. It may be now stated once 
for all that the members of the Dairy¬ 
men's Protective Association as a unit 
and many other dairymen who are not 
members have not submitted and will not 
submit to the test until their rights are 
passed upon by the courts.

The fact that no placards 
are attached to them causes many per¬ 
sons to drink from the fountain cups 
before noticing these clean, safe con¬ 
tainers. 

80 far as Is knotvn. this Is the first 
uso made of such cups In the city, al¬ 
though the Baltimore and Ohio rail¬ 
road has put them in Its two Baltimore 
stations, and the Delaware. Lackawan¬ 
na and Western Is equipping its trains 
with them. 

The Hpnnsvlvanla Is.now trying out 
one of the machines *»n a passenger 
coach running between Philadelphia 
and Harrisburg, and if the use seems to 
warrant, all Its coaches will be simil¬ 
arly provided. 

Physicians and health experts have 
long agreed that the common drinking 
cup. wherever It be used, Is one of the 
most prolific* carriers or deadly disease 
germ*, and In the crusade against Its 
Dr Samuel G. Dixon. Pennsylvania's 
commissioner of health, has for years 
taken a leading part. Investigations 
made by him and his Associates have 
proved that countless cases of tuber¬ 
culosis and other Infectious maladies 
are annually communicated through 
this apparently harmless medium.

Kansas In the Lead. 

Rtate health authorities throughout 
the country are studying tht* grave 
problem, nnd Kansas hns nlreftdy taken 
the lend, by absolutely prohibiting the 
use of common drinking cup« on rail¬ 
road trains, In railroad stations and In 
public And private schools and State 
institutions after the first of next 
month. 

The resolution effecting this change, 
which wns recently adopted by the 
Kansas State Board of Health nnd has 
the force of a State law, provide* that 
"no person or corporation In charge of 
or control of any railroad train or sta¬ 
tion. or public or private school, or 
State educational Institution shall fur¬ 
nish any drinking cups for public use. 
nnd no such person or corporation shah 
permit on said railroad train or sta¬ 
tion. or at said public or private senool, 
or State educational Institution, the 
common use of the drinking cup.” 

The public drinking fountain prob¬ 
lem has been successfully solved In dif¬ 
ferent parts of this country—notably at 
IsouguH Island, in Philadelphia, In the 
park* in Boston and Detroit and In 
railroad trains on certain Western Una* 
—by the Installation of "bubbling" 
fountains

Futurity winner Siliho, 2:03 3-10. made 
during ids campaign In 130e as champion 
of Europe. 

Nancy Hanks was fooled In I&hS, and as 
a consequence is now 23 years old. She 
woe bred by the late Hart Boswell and 
fooled on a farm near Lexington, Ky.. 
which In later years became one of tne 
p.aoes swallowed up In forming together 
J. B Hoggin s present mammoth estate. 
Elmendorf. She was developed by lien 
Kenney, who took her through the Ken¬ 
tucky circuit In 1K39. That season he start¬ 
ed her in six racus and won all of them, 
losing but a single heat, and ending the 
year with a record of 2/34V*. In 1290. as a 
4 year-old, she again started In six races 
and won ail of them In straight heats, 
closing the season with a record of 214*. 
Her performances that season made her 
then the moet talked-of trotter in the 
world, and even then it was freely pre¬ 
dicted that with age she would become 
the world’s champion. The next seasdn 
as a 6-year-okl she was transferred to 
the stable of the veteran trainer. Budd 
Doble. and made that year another §en- 
aatlona] campaign, She defeated Belle 
Hamlin In a dash of a mile at Buffalo;

She has an avoragf 
of a 3.04* speed inheritance from her sire 
and dam. a distinction no other s.-nta- 
tlonal 3-year-old ever enjoyed, as her sire 
is the first 2:06 trotter to ever get a 3- 
year-old with a record of 2.10* or better, 
and her dam is the first more of the 2 rti 
list to produce such a speedy 3-year-old 
trotting filly.

All the performances referred to above 
were to the high-wheel sulky, os it was 
not until 1392 that she was driven to the 
present-day style of the racing bicycle 
vehicle. That year she was purchased 
from Boswell by th» late J. Malcolm 
Forbes. Canton, Mass., for $40,000, the 
Yankee millionaire horseman, woo 
brought Imp. Moddiar to this country, 
paid 3126.000 for Arion, 2:W*. and done a 
lot of other stunts with high-priced horses 
as playthings. 9he was driven first to th« 
bike sulky at Grand Ha puis, Mich., trot¬ 
ting there in 2 oy The following week 
She set the world’s record at 2 07* over 
the Washington Park. Chicago, truck, re¬ 
ducing this again to 2:06* at Independ¬ 
ence. lows, u few day* later, and. on 
September 28, at Torre Haute, lnd.. she 
p»ced the figures at 2:04. over four sec¬ 
onds faster than any trotter had gone 
a mile up to that time. 

During that eventful year for tyukey 
Hanks she trotted thirteen public miles, 
the slowest In 2:11* (to »*lgh wneels), the 
foe text 2 04. and the average of the thir¬ 
teen was 2:07*. In UYfl. -her lugt season 
on the turf, she trotted six exhibition 
tulles In 2.04* to 2:03* A summary of 
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her remarkable turf record la as follows, 
and combined with her matchless stud 
record, puts Nancy Hanks tlrst of all 
queens or the barnoas horse world, and it 
Is questionable that she will ever have an 
equal:

She sold for $40,000. and has never known 
but four owner*—her breeder. Hart Bos¬ 
well; J. Malcolm Forbes, J. M. Johnson 
and her present owners. Edward and 
Joseph Mad deg 

Four of her produce have reoords under 
2:13* three under 2.10*. two under 2:07* 
and one under 2.u6.

She is the grand dam of a 2:11 trottqg 
and one of her daughters by the thor¬ 
oughbred horse. Imp, Meddler, is a pro¬ 
ducer of 2:30 trotting speed. It Is known 
to every harness horseman that a vast 
improvement has been made in tne bi¬ 
cycle sulky since the day Nancy Hanks 
mode her then world’s trotting record, 
2.04. still what C. A. MgUully ha* to 
soy on this subject is now of much in¬ 
terest. as it wa* him that procured the 
vehicle Budd Doblo drove her to that 
day. This Is the first Interview with him 
oil this subject that has ever reached the 
press. He says, “it uas the first vehicle 
of Its kind up to that tune used by any 
driver lor an effort against the then 
world’s trotting record. While It had the 
pneumatic tire and ball-bearing axle, now 
so umvvreoily the fashion, the attach¬ 
ments were very cnlue and clumsy lock¬ 
ing. Moreover It weighed s»xty-tvso 
pounds, making It a much heavier task 
than has been put upon any of the late- 
da> kings and queens among trotters. 
Doubtless had the present carefully-con¬ 
structed. perfectly-balanced and much 
lighter vehicle been then available for 
h^r use mo* would surely have trotted 
a mile that day at Terre Haute veiy 
cloae to two minutes.” 

Nancy Hanks is In height cm the pony 
order, while Mar daughter, Nancy Mc¬ 
Kerron. is more of a heroic mold; but 
aside I rum this the comtng queen resem 
ties the old queen In many aays. Nancy 
McKerron huvlng all the .power and sub¬ 
stance which Is visible to a very marked 
degree **yen in Nancy Hanks to-day In 
her old age 

It is remarkable that the human Nancy 
Hanks gave the world the greatest among 


men and that her equine namesake has 
made good the name tn trotting annals 
for all time to come, a* the produced a 
2:04* trotter at 12. a 2:07* trotter at 14 
and a 2:10* 3-year-old trotter at 20 years 
old. At Hamburg Place they are talk¬ 
ing about Nancy Hanks living to he SO 
years old, and in fact to all present ap¬ 
pearances she will have to meet with an 
accident not to make good. 

John A. McKerron, 2:04* the sire of 
Nancy McKerron. is a son of Nutwood 
Wlikes, 2:16* by Guy Wilkes. 2.16*. dam 
Ingar. by Director, 2 17, she out of Anna 
Lit us, by Echo, son of Hambletonlan. 10. 
The dam of John A. McKerron. Ingar, Is 
alto the dam of Mamie Redmond 2 19*. 
Wilkes Direct 1:22* Louise Carter 2:34. 
Thursday 2:34*. MaJ Mac 2:28 and Near¬ 
est, dam of High Fly, 2:04* and Alone 
340*. 

Nancy McKerron thus has no Ibss than 
five crosses of old Hambletonlan, 10. and 
she traced to the "Hero of Chester*’ 
through all the top crosses of both her 
sire and dam.

She Is eligible to all the rich Futurity 
races to be yet decided in UW9 and these 
she holds at her mercy. If she proves all 
Trainer Andrews says she is. as when 
these events lengthen out to three bests 
what speed cannot accomplish will not 
be found lacking In her, for she has tn 
her veins the blood of "Old Nancy” thst 
never knew defeat from colthood to ma¬ 
turity. Below Is a table giving the 
gt^klemt 3-year-old trotters, but not a 
single one got their noted record as early 
In tho year by from four to weeks 
an Nancy McKerron.

NE of the noticeable traits about 
some thoroughbreds la that they 
change their disposition* with 
Hge A particular case In point 

was demonstrated at Empire City the oth- 
er day when Chief Hayes beat a fair lot 
I of sprinters over a very fast track, says 
the Sow York Evening Telegram 
There was a time when Chief Hayes 
would do little but perform creditably 
when thr going was so heavy that a plow 
horsr could hardly get through It. He has 
shown recently that bs prefers the f*st 
going to anything that is mtxed up with 
water. # 

There was another horse that made s 
very distinct change In hts habits, the 
old horse Osrbuncle, which won »o many 
1 races fur Tom" H«ik»y. In his early 
yanrs he was pounds better In the mud 
tltin otherwise, hut as he advanced in age 
tx! took a decided liking for fast going 
There has be«m a change In the style of 
Juggler. %Vhether education has done It 
or whether It lias come about naturally is 
a problem Up to a year ago Juggler was 
known fkM a phenomenal stretch runner 
There have been t^nies that he has Wen 
ten lengths out of a race half mile from 
home, but he would come sailing along In 
the final run. 

In his recent races he has shown an in¬ 
clination to keep up with the leaders, and 
he has lost that spurt at the finish that he 
used to possess. In yesterday's race, when 
he was so close to Stanley Fay and Tony 
Bonero. old-time race-goers were betting 
even money that he would win. remem¬ 
bering his old stretch-running qualities 
They were disappointed In the result. 

It would stem thut the burst of speed 


which he us^ to show has been taken out 
of him in his efforts to keep up with the 
early pace In his last rare or two. This 
was particularly noticeable It. his last two 
races, which lie was beaten from the 
head of the stretch down, which wa* of 
rare occurrence Inst year and In previous 
year*. 

It is Jus#possible that horse player* will 
have the wrong “dope" on Madeline L In 
the future. Bin* won a race in sloppy go¬ 
ing. and U muy bo she will be carded us 
a mud runner when there is u doubt about 
It. 8he was beaten a f*»w days ago on a 
itach similar to that of yesterday, only 
that U might have been a trifle deeper In 
mud Some horse had to win yesterday’s 
r.oe. and ftladei:un L possibly won on suf¬ 
ferance As soon as thexaln put the track 
in bad condition everybody was searching 
fur a mud runner to win and they fefl 
each otneT getting to Lord Clinton, as he 
is a known heavy track horso. 

Very few wanted Responsful up to the 
last moment, when there was a rush on 
her chances. A few went to Matchfield. 
wlUch had worked well L was 

left almost ajono. The running of the 
race was a Jumbled affair R^si>onsfui 
and Ix>rd Clinton went uut together and 
ran about two furlongs In company when 
Mxtehfleld ran up to second place, but 
dropped back with Responsful when Mad¬ 
eline L. Joined them. 

In the meantime Lord Clinton had fallen 
to lust place. Of the I«mden» Responsful 
was the first to weaken, then Match fluid 
That let Madeline L get up. Responsful 
tired so badly that Lord Clinton took 
third rlacc from her. 

While the first part of the race was 
fairly fast, the last quarter shows how 
every* horse In the race whs “all in" 
Some day Madeline L will be In a race 
In sloppy going, and because she won re¬ 
cently In that sort of footing, she will 
be given credit for being a mud runner, 
when the chances are she ;■ not. It is 
only six days ago that I^»rd Clinton l*rat 
hef by "twenty minutes" inlhe same kind 
of mud. % 


T HUS week the Bluegrass Fair will 
open at the famous grounds and 
racetrack In Lexington. The In¬ 
augural of the fair will be marked 
by the annual automobile day, which 
promises to be the most Important adto 
event ever scheduled in the State of Ken¬ 
tucky. Seven races are scheduled for 
the afternoon and the noted course is ex¬ 
pected to toe crowded With fast car* and 
daring drivers.

The leading entries come from the 
Butek Motor Company—Lewis Strang and 
George DeWltt. Strang is the special 
star, but he will have to drive against 
other great drivers, one being the Van¬ 
derbilt Cup pilot, Jimmy Kyall. of New 
York. In some respects the meet will 
be a case of West versus East, since 
Strang represents Michigan and Kyall. 
New York. A number of local drivers 
und several from Cincinnati, Louisville 
and Indianapolis will enter the various 
events 

The rouleau between Ryali and Strang 
will furnish enough sennatlons for an 
| ordinary meet. There is u strong and 
j bitter rivalry existing between these two 
stars which dates hack to the first 
twenty-four-hour race ever run in New 
York. August. 1907, when each competed. 
The two met In the BrlarrUff-road race, 
in which birang was victorious. Again 
tne two met In the last Vanderbilt cup 
race, but Strang’s car balked and Ryali’s 
was burned in the race. Eauh h» sure he 
l.« the beat driver In America and each 
will drive like u demon to beat the other 
The fifty-mile race will be the featiire 
of the day and should producers thrilling 
contest. Both Strang and Ryali will try 
to lower the present world’s record for 
the distance and It is freely predicted 
thut the distance will be driven In less 
man fifty minutes 

Walter Donnelly, of Cincinnati, will 
drlvo David Beeuden’s Packard and also 
his Bulck In such races as he Is able to 
cutter He will be In the fifty-mile event 
with the former and the short distance 
races with the latter and la surt to w’in 
his share of events. He drove at Loiflfe- 
vlUo at the Shrlners* meet

and with good proa pec is of many others 
being received during tho next ten days, 
the success Of the Prank A. Munsay re¬ 
liability auto contest from Wastdngtun 
U> BoMon and return, September 21 u» — 
seems assured. Manufacturers and deal¬ 
ers recognise the fact that as the Mun¬ 
say lour is the only big event of Us kind 
to be held this year in the East, it wilt 
afford a splendid opportunity for ex¬ 
ploiting the 1910 models.

No city In the United States is doing 
more for the construction of good roads 
than Cleveland, O. Its advantages, there¬ 
fore, as headquarters of the second annual 
national good roads convention, under the 
suepices cf the American Automobile As- 
sctuaiion. the National Grange, the United 
Office of Public Hoads and the 
American Road Makers* Azao.Utlon, from 
September 21 to 23, are being clearly rec¬ 
ognised by motorists and good road to* 
g.neers throughout the country, und tne 
delegates prepur.nr to attend the sessions 
Will be not only larger In numbers but 
also more representative in character than 
was the case a year ago In tiuftalo. 

P. A. Pease, who hru been re»ected by 
the Cleveland Automobile Club a s the 
chairman of the demonstration committee, 
eompleled the formation of his commit¬ 
tee last week ami furnished George C. 
Diehl, chairman of the national commit¬ 
tee, lb charge of the good toad* conven¬ 
tion, with a tentative plan of the prac¬ 
tical features which wtil be so prominent 
during the convention. ’Tt is probable 
tiiat at the time the convention Is held 
tn Cleveland," he ways. "It kill bo the 
privilege of the highway officials and dele¬ 
gatee to witness a larger amount of road 
construction of various types than would 
be imsalble In any other locality within 
suefi a limited time, as the city of Cleve¬ 
land und Its various suburbs have let an 
unusually largo amount ol contract# for 
rood Improvement during tho present sea¬ 
son.’* 

Mr. Pease is now preparing a map of 
tho city and tip suburbs, on which will 
be clearly outlined the road work under 
construction, with the localities selected 
for special demonstrations dur.ng the can- 
ventioTw Baehlcui arranging to show the 
practical workings of asphalt living 
within the city limits, the committee is 
planning to give a very thorough Illus¬ 
tration of culvert work, and A. Feteate, 
tho County Bridge Engineer of Cuyahoga 
county, will yeail u paper dealing with 
the subject of constructing permanent 
structural across highway^ f.» r water 
courses, This Information wifi range from 
thirty-six-inch box culverts to a mag¬ 
nificent concrete arch for a single span 
of 290 feet now being erected at Rocky 
River, west of QeveJand. 

The committee will also take up the 
question of testing mater sis that enter 
into road oomrtruction and emphasise the 
necessity for careful inspection of such 
materials, while also Illustrating the 
methods by which accurate tests may be 
made. 

The work now boing done on roads in 
and around Cleveland presents a number 
of different constructive methods, and 
this account will be particularly valuable 
to the delegates In showing them on s 
large scale the practical results of good 
In the making for permanent ««*e 

Tho Cuyahoga County Commissioner* 
are constructing a brick road east of 
Cleveland Heights village, the brick being 
four Inches In depth laid upon a four-Inch 
concrete bas* between Portland cement 
curves that are moulded In place, Thl* 
construction extend* about four miles and 
during the convention the work can b*- 
stud ed in all tt Its stages from the sub- 
grading to ^completing the finished sur¬ 
face. 
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Height# a n©w macadam road Is being 
made, the surface being trap rock three 
Inches in depth, laid upon & twelve-inch 
limestone Telford base. During the con¬ 
vention the construction of this type will 
be observed In all Its stages. Another ex¬ 
tensive Improvement is being made on 
Euclid boulevard. Here the foundation 
ts nine Inches In depth of two and one- 
half Inch crushed limestone, the surface to 
bo filled with asphsJt or cool tar sufficient 
to render It impervious to water by keep¬ 
ing It free from dust. Beginning st tne 
L.sk** Shore boulevard, a short distance 
beyond the easterly limit# of Cleveland a 
Nixtecn-foot pavement Is being con¬ 
structed. On the route to this work ob¬ 
servation# will be made of Telford ma¬ 
cadam having a cr ashed-#tone base, 
which has successfully withstood heavy 
traffic for a period ranging from five to 
twelve years. Another street, known as 
Bellflower avenue, wras macadamised with 
trap rock and the surface filled with tar 
about five rears ago This road Is In ex¬ 
cellent dondition and shows the preserva¬ 
tion due to cementing the stone together, 
thus avoiding dust or mud upon the sur¬ 
face. \ 

An illustration ot economical road 
work will be seen on Lee rood The con¬ 
struction consists of about ten-inch blue 
sandstone hammer-broken Into six-inch 
fragment# and placed upon the subgrade 
In such a manner that the voids are 
as small as possible. Slone screenings are 
scattered over the surface and thoroughly 
flushed In before any rolling Is done Aftw” 
tho sandstone Is compacted, a four-inch 
wearing surfhee of blue limestone Is rolled 
In. the top course being filled with coal 
tar as the work progresses. The cost of 
this construction is about 70 per cent, of 
that of the imp-rock roads Other form# 
of construction are also in progress which 
will be outlined upon the map now in 
preparation by the demonetisation cotn- 
m It tee _

Several States have expended hundred# 
of thousands of dollar* on the Improve¬ 
ment of their highways and have In most 
coses obtained good faults But In iron 
Inst a nee# It bo# boon up to the Individual 
counties to carry on th© work Independ¬ 
ently, except for such anurunt* as the 
Btate Legislatures appropriated. TTimed 
action ha# been lacking und.but compara¬ 
tively small reatilt# obtain'd. 

It has remained for a Southern Slate— 
Georgia—to lake up and promote thr idea 
of good State rood# In a manner that Is a 
lesson to the other State#. cv#r, tn the 
North. Illinois, ♦which ha# gained the 
gr«ftteal dlxtlnctlon for Ita bad roads and 
utter disregard for pleas for improvement, 
might well look over the work being done 
In Georgia and secure excellent Idea# fi*r 
the betterment of Us roads, which means 
so gnuch to tho farmers, small and large, 
town merchants and uutomob.lists. 

Georgia’s plan is to concentrate the 
work now being carried on by the Indi¬ 
vidual counties. Instead of good roads 
here and there, with breaks of mile* of 
bad road*, the Idea Is to have continuous 
miles of usable roads. From chaste end 
confusion It Is planned to instill order 
ami system. 

With this Idea in view, Atlanta ha# 
started the movement for a 16,OU) contest 
fund, the money to be oxpem!ed for prises 
f(»r eight road contests from all corner* of 
the State into Atlanta- The event will bo 
run simultaneously, with the Idea of cre¬ 
ating sentiment in all parts of the State 
st the same time Newspapers all over 
the State hs’ve taken up the movement 
and many towns already have subscribed 
to the $S.on») fund, half of which I* guar¬ 
anteed by Atlanta. * 

Atlanta’s first national automobile show 
I# to be held from November € to 13. and 
an endurance contest from New York to 
Atlanta to promote the causa of tho au¬ 


tomobile and good roads has already been 
announced. Now comes the plan to have

• ame time from tho different corners of 
the State mop and the schedule so made 
out that ti»e entire eight line# of com¬ 
petitors will arrive in Atlanta along with 
the caravan traveling south from New 
York, and tn time for the opening of tho 
flret big Southern Automobile show.

In driving up grades Mt a common 
practice with many drivers to stay in the 
highest gear a# long as the engine will 
develop enough power to keep the ear 
moving. This Is a distinctly bad prac¬ 
tice. declares a well-known driver in an 
article on "Refinement In Automobile 


Driving." which Is published tn August 
Recreation A motor, when so taxed, runs 
by a succession of powerful blows; theae 
Impose strains on the whole car for which 
Jt was not designed, and they soon play 
havoc with the mechanism. Moreover. 
If the car Is light In proportion to the 
onglne power, tt will progress by a suc¬ 
cession of Jerks corresponding to the 
motor blows. The proper moment to 
change goars on a hill Is not when the 
engine begins to labor, a* many Instruc¬ 
tor* claim—it is then too late. *The proper 
time Is when the speed has dropped oe- 
low a rule at which a lower gear would 
drive the car with th# engine running at 
Its moet favorable apeed. This moment 
come* very much before that at which 
the engine will labor and is a matter of 
feeling. 

When changing gears on a hill tho 
change Is made from * high to a lower 

f rear. This Is the most difficult change 
or the beginner, that from a low to a 
higher gear being considerably ©osier. Th© 
reason for this nw in the fact titet the 
primary shaft In the gear box (meaning 
th© shaft directly connected to ths clutch) 
runs at a lower speed than that which 
the secondary shaft (the shaft directly 
connected to the wheel-driving mechan¬ 
ism) tends to give it. This shows that 
to facilitate the gear change It will be 
necessary to keep the primary shaft re¬ 
volving at th© highest ploaslbl© speed For 
this purpose the engine should be speed¬ 
ed up by mean# of the throttle, while 
the chitch Is only slightly withdrawn and 
th© gear# pulled out of mesh, the three 
operations being practically simultaneous 
The gears can than bo slid tfi the lowdr 
speed with case and th© gfutch let In 
fully again, quickly, although without 
Jerk. The complete sequence of oporationi 
has to be gone through quite rapidly to 
be really successful, especially consider¬ 
ing the fact that the car Is going up on 
Its own momentum and lose# sp*©d very 
quickly while the clutch Is out of en¬ 
gagement.

Left-Handed Batsmen Troublesome. 


•Tt s the left-handed battera that I have 
tny trouble with. Take a bunch like the 
Cost on Americans They walk right Into 
the ball I throw, whereas, when a lot of 


right-handers corns up I Just mAkc them 
draw back from the plate. They are 
afraid of that break In tne boll. So 1 can 
generally bluff my way through with 
them. 

"I also find It a good thing to scare the 
hatter before ever letting the ball leave 
my hands. So I stand facing my man for 
a few seconds, rocking back and forth 
slowly, pretending u» *wet‘ the ball and 
eyeing the fellow at the bat. He ofttlmea 
Logins to get a little nervous and !fs then 
that 1 have the bulge on him. By getting 
the ball away from me quickly he usually 
swings aimlessly at It. It’s like many 
other things In the sporting world, the 
man with the biggest bluff takes uw*ay 
the dough.*'

The “Spitter” Hard On Pitchers. 


About the some method is employed by 
moat of the pitchers who employ the 
”«pltt>all.” Chesbro, generally regarded 
as the man who first got that form of de¬ 
livery down to a science. Injured his arm 
somewhat by trying the ’’spltter” too 
often It’s the man who saves himself 
and doesn’t ruin his salary wing by too 
much strain that is reckoned up among 
the league leaders.
